CLEVELAND'S LAST LETTER HELPS 


It Makes the Democrats Mad and Has 
Done the Silver People More Good 
Than Anything Else o{ Late. 


Washingtcn, May 6.—(Special.)—Ex- 
Speaker Crisp is in the city today en route 
home from a trip to the north, which was 
undertaken for the purpose of getting well. 
Mr. Crisp looks well and apparently has 
not lost apy flesh worrying over the silver 
Situation in the south, which is a source 
of anxicty te come people in public life 
here just now. 

“Well, yesy there is considerable taik 
ebout silver down south,” said Mr. Crisp 
tcGay. “I don’t know tha‘ it is any more 
pronounced now thanrat any, other ’tim>, 
although it may seem to be so on acccunt 
of the general prominence given to the 
question throughout the country. You see, 
the south has always believed in the use 
of silver in our national currency. I am 
not prepared to say that the thinking peo- 
ple of that section wou!d come out radi- 
cally onasilver single standard. They are 
not radical about anything. They believe, 
however, that we cannot have a return 
of prosperous conditions in this country 
on the contracted currency of a gold basis. 
There seems ‘*o be a general willingness 
among our people to give silver an oppor- 
tunity.’’ 

“What significance do you attach to the 
ccming sound money convention at Mem- 
phis?’’ asked the reporter. 

“That gathering will represent the boards 
of trade and commercial organizations of 
the south. It will. not be representative 
of the mass of the people nor of their senti- 
ments about silver. I hope at that meet- 
ing they will argue and discuss the silver 
question from their standpoint. These self- 
styled sound-money people do not make 
arguments to support their general allega- 
tions. They simply state something as a 
fact and let it go at that. 

“This will not satisfy the people. They 
want to know the reasons, the why and 
the wherefore of the matter, because the 
advocates of silver have explained their 
pesition and the reasons actuating them in 
taking i<.’’ 

Mr. Crisp says that, aside from the 
discussion of silver, politics is quiet in 
Grorgia:“Phis ts an off-year for the polt~ 
ticlans down there, he says, and the ab- 
sence of campaigns of any kind leaves 
them nothing to talk about but silver. 
Mr. Crisp has heard nothing of the move- 
ment said to he on foot in the south for 
a silver convention to follow the anti-silver 
meeting at Memphis. 

Allen Thuarman’s Prediction. 

Allen W. Thurman, the free silver apos- 
tle of the Ohio democracy, and son of Allen 
G. Thurman, the old Roman, was in the 
city yesterday, He does not mince words in 
discussing Cleveland’s letter to Governor 
Stone, Mr, Thurman said: 

“It will help the cause of silver immense- 
ly. The people will not tolerate any effort 
that office holders may make to dictate 
to them what the democratic party shall 
do on the money question. If any of the 
Ohio office holders go into the convention 
and try to carry out the administration pol- 
icy the Ohio democrats will resent their in- 
terference. I don’t know of anything that 
the president could have done that vould 
help us more. It reminds me of the con- 
versation I had with my father when 
President Cleveland sent to congress his 
celebrated message in favor of his banking 
scheme, I asked father what he thought of 
that message, and he said, ‘If Jefferson, 
Jackson or any of the other fathers of 
democracy have a lever that they can tse 
in their coffins they will certainly make a 
determined effort to get the lids off, Fath- 


er also said, and in this I agree with him. 


entirely, that while he had not the slightest 
doubt about President Cleveiand’s integrity 
and purity of purpose, he was beginning to 
lose confidence in his judgment and kunowl- 
edge of the financial question.” 

Mr. ‘Thurman predicts that if the next na- 
tional democratic convention adopts a free 
silver plank the democratic party will car- 
ry every southern state, every state west of 
the Mississippi and enough of the central 
states to insure the election of a democrat- 
ic president. 


ROOSEVELT, PARKER AND GRANT 


Sworn in as Police Commissioners of 
New York. 

New York, May 6.—Theodore Roosevelt, 
Andrew D. Parker and Colonel Fred D. 
Grant were sworn in by Mayor Strong this 
morning at 10 o'clock at the city hall as 
commissioners of police. They departed at 
once for police headquarters to assume their 
offices, and were accompanied by Police 
Commissioner Andrews. The board organ- 
ized by electing Theodore Roosevelt presi- 
dent, and Mr. Andrews treasurer, 
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Delaware’s Daily Ballot. 

Dover, Del,, May 6.—The 132d ballot of 
the contest for the election of United States 
senator was taken at noon today and re- 
sulted as follows: Higgins, republican, 6; 
Addicks, republican, 6; Massey, republican, 
6; Pennewill, republican, 1; Ridgely, demo- 
crat, 9; Tunnell, democrat, 1, Massey has 
written a letter to the men who have been 
voting for him, declining the further use of 
his name, The legislature will adjourn 
Thursday unless the vote on adjournment 
should be reconsidered and reconsideration 
is not now looked for. 

' The Gold Reserve. 

Washington, May 6.—The treasury gold 
reserve was increased to $91,664,193 today 
a gain of $425,000 for the day, The gain rep- 
resents gold paid in by the Belmont-Mor- 
gan syndicate. The redemptions for the 
day were $95,000 and the gold paid out for 
them was about offset by the gold gains 
from the- mints and gold received in ex- 
cuange for small notes.

KNOCKED OUT BY COURT. 


A Death Blow to Prize Fighting in 
New Orleans. 

New Orleans, La., May 6.—The Olympic 
Club case was finally decided by the su- 
preme court this morning. 

The litigation had its basis in a suit 
brought by the state, through the attorney 
general, for a forfeiture of the charter of 
the club and the stoppage of the fights 
that were being given. The case was tried 
before Judge Rightor in the civil district 
court and the club was successful. The 
matter was carried to the supreme court 
and the latter tribunal affirmed the de- 
cision of the lower court in some respects 
and remanded the case in others. In re- 
manding the case the court gave instruc- 
tions that certain expert testimony that 
had heen given in the original trial should 
be eliminated. On the retrial Judge Rightor 
cut out the evidence in favor of the club, 
declaring that under the law the club was 
competent to give the fights it had been 
giving, and that in doing so it was violat- 
ing no state law. 

This decision of Judge Rightor was ap- 
pealed to the supreme court. 

The decision in the case by the supreme 
court was handed down by Justice Mc- 
Enry and it is against the club A dis- 
Senting opinion was read by Justice Wat- 
Kins. The action of the court is consider- 
ed to effectually “knock out” prize fight- 
ing in Louisiana. Glove contests, it is 
assumed, may take place as heretofore, 
but as no prizes can be given, there will 
be no ‘“‘pugs’’ to contest. 

The following language of the court is 
the conclusion of the decision: 

“The statute intended to Suppress prize 
fighting. Fighting in the arena of the 
club, as described in the record, is prize 
fighting and no other explanation can be 
given to it. It is preceded by the training, 
the challenging, the attendance of seconds, 
of umpires and of surgeons, each of which 
is denied by the statute, and the fight is 
followed by all the aitttendant’ circum- 
Stances of a contest with the naked hand. 
We concluded that the glove contests in 
the athletic clubs, or elsewhere, when the 
object is only for a display of the art of 
boxing, as generally understood and prac- 
ticed without the prerequisities of train- 
ing and challenging and with attendant 
circumstances of a prize fight, are not what 
are commonly known as prize fights and 
therefore the provision has no relation 
to the offense described by the statute.’ 

The decision causes great disappointment 
among the prize fight loving element here. 
It was believed the Olympic Club would be 
the only place where the Fitzsimmons- 
Corbett battle could be fought. 


ADDRESS TO THE MINERS. 


Continuing the Suspension of Work 
Until Demands Are Granted. 
Columbus, O., May 6.—The executive 
committee of the Ohio Miners’ Associ» 
tior this’ morning issued the following ad- 
dress to the’ miners of Ohio, which virtually 
continues the suspension of work in- 
augurated May ist as a strike for the wage 
scale demanded by the miners’ conyention 

last week: 

“We, your executive board, desire to say 
a few words regarding the decision of the 
delegates who represented you. At the late 
special convention with four days’ con- 
tinual session and a meeting jointly with 
the operators of Ohio three times, it was 
impossible to make a scale for milling, 
even at last year’s prices. The operators 
were determined for low wages, but the 
delegates could not get further and adopt- 
ed the following resolution: 

** ‘Resolved, That.no work be done in or 
around the mines until a settlement is 
made, except pumping and bailing water.’ 

“This. your executive board will en- 
deavor to carry out in every particular, 
and in order to be successful in securing 
the rate of wages demanded—viz: 60 cents 
a ton for pick and 36 cents for machine 
mining and drilling—must have the entire 
support and co-operation of every member 
of our organization. We respectfully re- 
quest that every man do his duty lawfully, 
and by so doing we will secure conditions 
which will gain for us an opportunity to 
make living wages.” 

The following resolution was adopted: 

‘But any and all matters relating to 
price be referred to locals before settle- 
ment. This will be done. No price will 
be agreed to without the consent of the 
locals. It may be that some operators will 
offer their men the price demanded. We 
hope and expect that no mine will go to 
work till all have secured prices and all 
zo to work together. Let us Keep our 
ranks solid.’’ 


CAN MANAGE IT HIMSELF. 


McCorkle Says Virginia Troops Mast 
Stay on Their Own Soil., 
Parkersburg, W. Va., May 6.—Governor 
McCorkle reached here at 1 o’clock a. m, 
en route east. His information from the 
coal regions yesterday indicated that every- 
thing passed off quietly. The great miners’ 
meeting proved to be a dismal failure, less 
than a thousand striking and less than a 

dozen joining the union. 

Regarding the action of the governor of- 
fering to send Virginia troops into the 
state, Governor McCorkle says that he has 
notified that official that under no cireume- 
stances could he allow Virginia troops to 
exercise military functions upon West Vir- 
ginia soil. He was prepared, with a very 
few hours’ notice, to have the entire nation- 
al guard of this state at the scene of 
trouble. 


Storm in Tennessee. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 6.—Two heavily 
charged storm clouds, making their way 
toward each other from the mountains to 
the east and west of Dayton, Tenn., burst 
over the valley with a terrific force and 
with united forces continued east, hiding 
earth and’ sky in inky darkness. Crops 
and fruit were ruined over the storm area, 
about four miles square; all the small 
steams became rivers and swept through 
the streets of the town, carrying every. 
thing before them, while the rain and 
hail passed entirely through the roofs. 
Narrow escapes from death were reported 
and people fied to shelter like frightened 
sheep. Such a cloudburst was never seen 
in this section before. The town seemed 
To be undergoing a dreadful cannonading.

TWO COUNTIES HOLD MASS MEETINGS 


Three More Illinois Counties Elect Silver 
Velegates to the State Convention. 
Patterson Drumming tor Delegates. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 6.—(Special.)—There 
were two meetings of democrats in Tennes- 
See today that took action on the silver 
question. 

The democrats of Hickman county met 
at Centerville and decided for the free 
coinage of silver, at the ratio of 16 to 1, 

The democrats of Williamson county met 
at Franklin and went further, They in- 
dorsed the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 and called on the state demo- 
cratic executive committee to call a meeting 
of democrats from all parts of the state 
to take action on the question. They want 
every candidate to sing out on the subject, 
and to have no man nominated for state 
office or national office, congressman or 
president that does not favor silver and 
say so. 

Senators Bate and Harris and Congress- 
man Cox were indorsed for their votes on 
this subject in the last congress and the 
action of congress was indorsed in refusing 
to sanction gold bonds. There were speeches 
made by Congressman Cox, Hon, Atha 
Thomas and others and the meeting was 
unanimous. 

Ex-Senator Park Marshall presided. 

Four More Counties for Silver. 

Chicago, Ill., May 6.—Democratic county 
conventions were held today at Charleston, 
The delegates to 
the Springfield convention were instructed 
to vote for free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. At Hillsboro the demo- 
cratic county committeee issued a call, the 
majority of the body favoring free coin- 
age.

Jackson, Tenn., May 6.—(Special.)—Demo- 
crats throughout West Tennessee are deep- 
ly aroused to the importance of the financial 
movement.

Mr. Patterson is one of those statesmen 
“secured’’ by the Wall street and white 
house outfit ‘‘to drum’’ up delegates to his 
English standard convention.

SCHWING HAS MANY FRIENDS, 


They Approve of His Killing Dr. 
Hiriat. 

New Orleans, La., May 6.—Dr. S. P. 
Schwing, who kiiled Dr. Emile Hiriat yes- 
terday, was brovght bef6Ore Judge Whit- 
aker, of the first recorder’s court, this 
morning charged with murder, to which 
charge he pleaded not guilty. His counsel 
asked for an early trial @nd it was fixed 
for next Saturday, May 1Bh. Judge Whit- 
aker would not accept bajl. 

The prisoner is a man th many friends, 
as was evidenced this Morning by the 
groups of men who call on him. Full 
particulars of the traged¥W reached Plaque- 
mine, the home of the prifi®ipals, and trains 
reaching here last night @nd this morning 
bore many friends of SchWing. They state 
that the little city is gre&tly excited over 
the .affair and that public sympathy is 
with the prisoner. Schwihg's friends say 
that they will allow nothing to be undone 
to get the accused released from prison in 
due time. Their first act was to call on 


the prisoner and approve his course and to | 


offer assistance. From some of the Plaque- 
mine people it was learned that when Dr. 
Schwing’s eyes were thoroughly opened to 
his wife’s infidelity with Ur. Hiriat he ac- 
cused ‘ther of being unfaithful and left her 
and went to live with hits mother. The 
same day Mrs. Schwing attempted to com- 
mit suicide by jumping into a well at her 
home, but her dress caught on a nail and 
she was taken out half frozen. 

A reconciliation followed and nothing 
more was heard of the matter until the 
husband and Dr. Hirlat met on March 22d. 
It is said that Schwing waylaid Dr. Hiriat 
and fired at him three times with a shot- 
gun. He also fired a number of times at 
Hiriat with a pistol. The latter returned 
the fire. From that time the men avoided 
each other and did not meet until yester- 
day, when the tragedy was enacted. Yes- 
terday, after Mrs. Schwing’s arrival at the 
police station, she requesteu to be allowed 
to see her husband and their meeting was 
cordial and bordered on the affectionate. 
They wanted to spend the night together 


_in, the cell, but Sergeant Boyle would not 


consent. The woman was very cool all 
during the evening and did not seem to 
realize that it was she who had caused the 
death of Hiriat and the incarceration of 
her husband on a chafge Of murder. She 
admitted that her husband had done the 
right thing in killing Hir‘at. Jt is said 
that Hiriat was greatly feared by some of 
the people of Plaqueminé&, He is reputed 
to have been a crack shotind those who 
know him cannot account for his not kill- 
ing Schwing. They accrédited,it to his ex- 
cited condition. 


ORDERED HER RELEASE. 


Custom Authorities Ordered To Let 
the Infanta Isabella Alone. 
Washington, May 6.—Instructions issued 
by Secretary Carlisle of the treasury de- 
partment today make public the fact that 
the state quarantine officers of F'orida have 
been endeavoring to quarantine a Spanish 
man-of-war specially sent into these waters 
to keep a lookout for suspected Cuban fili- 
bustering expeditions, The official state- 

ment of the department is as follows: 

“Secretary Carlisle has directed the feder- 
al authorities at Tampa, Fla., to communi- 
cate to the state quarantine authorities his 
opinion that the United States laws do not 
warrant the detention of the Spanish cruis- 
er Infanta Isabella on a reported violation 
of the federal quarantine laws, The cruis- 
er arrived at the entrance to Tampa bay 
Friday evening. The state authorities fu- 
migated her and it was reported intended to 
detain her for five days’ quarantine under 
the treaty regulations, The secretary waiv- 
ed this regulation by wire to the collector 
of customs.”’ 


TOUGH STORY ON COOPER. 


Negro Incendiary Says He Was 


Hired To Burn the Hotel. 


Gainesville, Fla., May 6.—Wade Shep- 
pard, a negro in jail at this place, charged 
with burning Cooper's hotel, at McMeekin, 
in Putnam county, made a confession this 
afternoon implicating Mr. D. E. Cooper 
in the crime. The negro says that Mr. 
Cooper came to him last Monday and of- 
fered him $25 to burn the hotel. The negro 
accepted the offer and fired the hotel. 
according to the negro, Mr. Cooper refused 
to pay the $25. 

Mr. Cooper is a prominent sawmill man, 
owns much real estate and has always 
stood very high in Gainesville. He declines 
to talk now, but intimates that there is a 
conspiracy @gainst him. The burned build- 
ing was a wooden structure, very old and 
worth very little. It was insured, however, 
in the Liverpool, London and Globe for 
$2,000. Mr. Cooper has not been arrested.

W hich Decides. 


Washington, May 6.—The reargument of 
the income tax case began in the supreme 
court of the United States today in the 
presence of an assemblage of law and laity, 
that, as on the occasion. of the original 
argument, more than exhausted the accom- 
modations of the small chamber in which 
it was heard. 

For the first time since last November 
there was a complement of justices 
on the bench, and all nine of the large 
leather-covered arm chairs behind the desk 
that separates the court from the specta- 
tors were occupied. Mr. Justice Jackson, 
the youngest member of the court save one, 
was at the extreme right of the chief jus- 
tice and was naturally the observed of all 
observers. He took an active interest in the 
proceedings, and there was apparently 
nothing to warrant the expectation that he 
might not be able to undergo the fatigue 
of the hearing. 

Among those present in the courtroom 
were the various counsel engaged in the 
case or interested in the result, Messrs. 
Joseph H, Choate, ex-Secretary B. H. Bris- 
tow, Clarence A, Seward, William D. Guth- 
rie, David. Wilcox, J. M. Wilson, Samuel 
Shellabarger, Attorney General Olney and 
Assistants Whitney, Dickinson and Conrad, 
Representative McMillin, the author of the 
income tax law; Senator Mitchell, of Ore- 
gon; Hon. John A, Kasson, of Iowa; ex- 
Speaker Crisp, who is in the city on his 
way home from a visit to New York; ex- 
Postmaster General Don M. Dickinson, 
Richard Watson Gilder, and many ladies, 
who have from the first manifested an unu- 
sual interest in tke case. 

The beginning of the argument was pre- 
ceded by the announcement of opinions in 
several cases, none of them, with possibly 
a single exception, of general interest or 
importance, This occupied forty minutes, 
so that it was well on toward 1 o’clock 
when Mr. W, D,. Guthrie opened the argu- 
ment for the petitioners, Messrs. Hyde & 
Pollock, who seek to enjoin thé directors of 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, 
and Continent Trust Company, of New 
York, from paying the tax on the dividends 
declared on the stock of those corporations 
and in so doing attack the constitutionality 
of the law. 

The chief justice said: 

“In these cases appellants made applica- 
tion tor rehearing as to those proposiitons 
upon which the court was equally divided, 
whereupon the attorney general presented a 
Suggestion that if any rehearing were 
granted it should embrace the whole casé@, 
Treating this suggestion as amounting in 
itself to an application for a rehearing and 
not desiring to restrict the scope of the ar- 
gument, we set down both applications to 
be heard today before a full bench, which 
the anticipated presence of our Brother 
Jackson, happily realized, enabled us to do. 
No further argument will be desired. We 
were obliged, however, to limit the number 
of counsel to two on each side, but as to 
the time we await the suggestions cf the 
counsel, 

“Attorney General Olney yielded to Mr. 
Choate, who said that he believed tive hours 
would be suflicient for their side of the 
case.’”’ 

The chief justice announced taat the ccurt 
would grant so much, counsel gor the gov- 
einment, of course, to occupy the same 
amount of time if they desired, 

J. M. Wilson, of counsel for John G. 
Moore, who sued in the courts 9f the Dis- 
trict of Columbia for an injunction restriin- 
ing the internal revenue commissioner, Mr. 
Miller, from executing the law, asked per- 
mission to file an additionzl brief in that 
case, Which has not yet been cecided by the 
supreme court, 

Mr. Guthrie’s Argument. 

In submitting the petition for a rehearing 
Mr. Guthrie said appellants invited and 
faced the criticism of many of the oppo- 
nents of the income tax, who saw in the 
opinion a decision in favor, in part at least, 
of those who denied the legality cf the act. 
The counse] felt that a great constituticnal 
controversy ought not to be permitted to 
transform itself into a ‘est of shrewdn:ss. 

It was their duty to bring about, as speed- 
ily as possible, a final end to all these con- 
troversies that must ensue if the decision 
continues to stand as that of a divided 
court, There was a doubt, not so niuch as 
to whether congress had power to :ax, but 
as to its method of taxation. The decision 
in this case should settle, finally and fer- 
ever, the greatest constitutional ovestion 
ever brought before the court, and fhe coun- 
sel took it upon themselves to see that the 
decision should not be undermined, 

Mr, Guthrie then calléd the attention of 
the court to the instances where personal 
property was particularly referred to, in or- 
der to show the court that the people uncer- 
stood that taxes on personalty were not in- 
cluded in the term ‘‘direct taxes.'’ Mar- 
shall, in the Virginia convention, explain- 
ed the term “direct taxes’’’ when he satd: 
‘The otects of direct taxes are well un- 
derstood: they are but few—lan(ds, slaves, 
stock of all kinds, and a few other ar- 
ticles of domestic property.” Mr. tjuthrie 
also quoted from debates in the convention 
in North Carolina, New York, Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island and cthers, 
that the people did not understand or con- 
sider that the word ‘‘direct’”’ in the ¢onsti- 
tution applied only to capitation taxes and 
taxes directly in hand. 

Since the last argument counsel! had dis- 
covered two instances—one in Massachu- 
setts and one in Pennsylvania—where, in a 
law, the term “direct taxes’’ were used and 
defined. In view of this proof, counsel carn- 
estly submitted to the court that ‘t was 
clearly the intention and understanding of 
the framers of the constitution, and cf the 
people who voted to adopt it, that the term 
‘‘direct taxes’”’ included a tax upon person- 
al property and its incomes as well vs a 
tax on land and income derived from its 
ownership.. No difference in principle be- 
tween the taxations of land and the tuxa- 
tion of personal property could be suggest- 
ed which was recognized in jurisprudence, 
Land had some use, irrespective of its in- 
come; but the great body of personal rrop- 
erty has no value whatever to its owner, 
except by reason of the income arising 
therefrom. Logically, if taxes on _ re>.ts, 
issues and profit of real estate are equiva- 
lent to taxes on the land itself, and, there. 


fore. direct taxes, taxes on the income of

personal property as such must be equiva- 
lent to taxes, and, therefore, direct taxes. 

With the quotation of the language of this 
reiteration Mr. Guthrie closed his argument, 
having spoken two hours and ten rinuies. 
He was followed by Assisiant Attorney 
General BE. B.*’ Whitney, in support vf the 
law, After an apology to ihe court ‘or the 
want of proper preparation tor the presenta- 
tion of the case, because of the lack of rec- 
essary time, Mr, Whitney said the govern- 
ment would suggest nothing further cn the 
subject of tax upon state and municipal 
bonds than had been set forth :n the origi- 
nal argument. The vuling o*% the. court as 
to the subject o° stat? and snunicipal honds, 
Mr, Whitney said, did not, in che opinion cf 
the government’s counsel, affect the other 
points involved us <o the ryling npogn the 
exemption of incomes from rents from the 
operations of the law, Their position, he 
said, was somewhat different. They be- 
lieved that on that point they would be able 
to appeal to every justice upon like greunds 
when a case is sent back to a court Jor re- 
hearing, when new evidence has been dis- 
covered. In the original hearing the gov- 
ernment had not felt it necessary to present 
any of the historial evidence relating to the 
aguestion of direct taxes, but had »een con- 
tent, inastiuch as the complainants had not 
in bills, nor in thir briefs, indicated their 
intention of cont2sting the point, to 1est 
upon the adjudications of the court in 
previous cases, down to, and including the 
Springer case. Now, that the government 
was abcut to vres2nt the historical evi- 
dence, Mr. Whitney claimed that it would 
present to the court an entirely new view of 
the question of direct taxes, as much s0 
as if the cave now to be heard anew with 
testimony adduced which was not vider 
consideration by the «ourt ‘n the first in- 
Stance. And upon that he confidently ap- 
pealed to and challenged the attention of 
every justice, This argument, he said, 
would leave scarcely a ioophole for the en- 
trance of the ones proposed by the coppo- 
nents of the !aw, 

Proceeding then to the discussion of the 
historical evidence, Mr, Whitney said that 
the political economy upon which the learne- 
ed counsel depended for the support of 
their position—that of John Stuart Mill— 
had not been involved at the time the con- 
stitutional commission was held. The form 
of political economy that did prevail at that 
time, he said, was held by political econo- 
mists of today to have no political bearing 
upon the question of direct taxes; that it is 
only of convenience in classification of 
taxes, because it is admitted that all taxes 
are partly direct and partly indirect. 

Referring to the classification of taxes by 
the constitutional commission, Mr, Whit- 
ney said that not enough attention had 
been given to the debates upon the phrases 
in the constitut:on descriptive of the vari- 
ous torms of taxation. These showed the 
original draft of the constitutfon presented 
by Mr. Pinckney, which the court in its 
opinion had seemed to admit to be authen- 
tic, had not classed the capitation tax 
as a direct tax but as an indirect tax, 
Another subject which he referred to was 
the definition of the term ‘“duties’’ by op- 
posing counsel. They seemed to hold that 
the word ‘‘duties’’ was equivalent to “‘im- 
posts and exercises” and included nothing 
else; this idea ran through all that: they 
had to say upon the subject. | 

In the view of members of the convention, 
said Mr. Whitney, there were two kinds of 
taxes—direct taxes and duties, imposts and 
excises. The former were laid by the rule 
of appointment, and the latter by the rule 
of uniformity, This, he said, explained 
what to bim was a remarkable fact when 
he began the study of the debates, the lack 
of interest by members of.the eanvention 
in the guestion of laying taxes. They were 
rather interested in the question of ew. 
taxes laid by the rule of apportionment 
were to be appropriated. 

Mr. Whitney spoke an_hour, at Which 
time the court rose, and adjournment until 
tomorrow was proclaimed. 


DRANK ACONSITE. 


Attempt of a Southerner in Jersey 
City To Commit Suicide. 

New York, May 6.—A good-looking man, 
about thirty years of age, dressed in a 
black suit, derby hat and wearing patent 
leather shoes, made a desperate attempt 
to commit suicide this afternoon on Mont- 
gomery street, near Green, Jersey City. He 
arrived in Jersey City this morning and 
afterwards entered Campbell’s drug store. 
He called for a glass of vichy and while 
drinking it told Clerk Best that he kept 
a hotel at St. Augustine, Fla., during the 
winter and that his wife was now in an in- 
sane asylum. He said he lost his two chil- 
dren lately. The clerk tried to cheer him 
up. He returned to the drug store and 
talked on different methods of committing 
suicide. He had a bottle containing tinc- 
ture of aconite, and asked for another 
drink of vichy. He took the bottle from 
his pocket and was going to drink it in the 
store. Clerk Best told him not to take the 
poison there, and he went out on the street 
and drank it. He is in a precarious con- 
dition. 


THE BOAT WAS UPSET 


And Five Members of a Fishing Party 
Drowned, 

Fort Collins, Col., May 6.—Fivé persons 
were downed at Carsrude lake, six miles 
from this place, yesterday. The dead are 
Ray Badger, of Denver, aged nineteen; Rob- 
ert Craig, of Fort Collins, aged twenty; 
a son and two daughters of C. H. Carsrude. 

The party went out fishing in a leaky 
old craft. Badger, becoming frightened, 
tried to paddle to the shore, and in some 
way upset the boat, which contained seven 
persons. H. C. Carsrude grasped his eldest 
daughter and struggled through the weeds 
to shore. The other five sank before aid 
could be summoned. The Carsrudes are 
wealthy and among the first people of Colo- 
rado, as also are the parents of Craig and

Cincinnati, May 6.—Waterspouts caused 
much damage in southern Ohio, southeast- 
ern Indiana and northwestern Kentucky 
last* night.

There was a terrific clovd- 
burst at noon yesterday between Larrent 
and Fincastle, Ky., causing a big landslide.

Count Ito at Port Arthur. 

London, May 6.—A dispatch to The Globe 
from Yokohama says Premier Ito, accom- 
panied by Chief Secretary Miyoji, has ar- 
rived at Port Arthur®and will proceed at 
once to Che-Foo, where he will meet the 
Chinese envoys. It is expected ratifications 
of the treaty will be exchanged tomorrow, 
May 7th. The Japanese cabinet holds for- 
eign meetings at Kioto. 

A Guarantee for the Debt. 

New York, Muy 6.—A special cable dis- 
patch to The Herald from Berlin says 
that Russia has invited Germany and 
France to unite in a guarantee for the 
regular payment of the Chinese war debt. 

Warships at Che-Foo, 

Che-Foo, May 6.—The foreign fleets are 
essembling here.

BALFOUR BROUGHT BACK. 


Large Crowds at London Stations Te 
Get a Glimpse'of the Swindlier “~*~ 
Lendokn, May 6.—Jabez Spencer Balfour, 
abseonding ex-member of parliament, who 
Was responsible for the collapse of the Lib-. 
erator buliding Association and other com- 
panies, whereby thousands of investors 
were ruined, was landed at Southampton 
docks this. morning.. When the steamer 
Tartar Prince, upon which Balfour was 
brought from Buenos Ayres, arrived in the 
harbor this morning a custom house launch 
immediately went to her and Balfour was 
transferred to her and landed, 

A tug Containing sixty press reporters 
sought to board tre Tartar Prince, but 
were not allowed to do so. Meanwhile de- 
tectives;on hoard the customs launch 
avoided the docks, which were crowded 
with excited people awaiting him, and land- 
ed Balfour at Wetley wharf, The landing. 
Was quietly made and Balfour put on board 
the train without being noticed and started 
for London at 7:45 o’clock. 

Arriving in London, the train stopped at 
Vauxhall station, and Balfour, instead of 
being taken to Waterloo station, where an 
immense crowd was awaiting his arrival, . 
was transferred to a cab and drawn to 
Bow street police station. The expectant 
crowds were baffied at every point end 
none of them were gratified in catching a 
glimpse of the prisoner. Balfour was im- 
mediately put into the prisoners’ dock end 
charges formally lodged against him, He 
Icoked in good health, but was downcast 
and taciturn. 


WILDE TO BE RELEASED. 


He Will at Once Leave London for the 
Seaside. 


London, May 6.—Oscar Wilde has suc- 
ceeded in finding the sureties required of 
him by Justice Pollock and will be re- 
leased later in the day. The names of his 
bondsmen will not be made public. 

Wilde, it is announced, will be released - 
from custody tomorrow. He will probably 
leave London at once for the seaside. The 
statement of Mr. C. F. Gill, counsel for 
the prosecution, that Wilde would un- 
doubtedly be retried at the next session, 
was made without the authority of the 
public prosecutor. It has not been decided 
whether the government will take steps to 
have Wilde again placed on trial. They 
are willing that he should be again ar-. 
raigned, but it is understood that the 
heads of the church and many other emi- 
nent persons urge upon the government” 
the fact that much harm would be done 
to the public morals by the adoption of 
such a course, referring to the reprinting 
of all the pernicious details of the case. 

In the meantime the police are ordered: 
not to maintain too close a watch upon 
Wilde’s movements and not to prevent him 
from going to the continent if he wishes 
to go there. 


TWO MEN DROWNED.

To Appear in Court on the Charge 
of Contempt. 

Columbia, S. C., May 6.—(Special.)—There 
was a big sensation at the very outset of 
the hearing in the dispensary injunction 
cases before Judges Goff and Simonton, 
of the United States court, this morning.

Goff recently issued a temporary injunc- 
tion restraining the state board of control, 
and all state Nquor authorities and em- 
ployes from interfering with Mquor brought 
from another state to this, not only while 
in fransit but while in the hands of the 
consignees. The state authorities utterly 
disregarded the order of injunction, and 
Commissioner Nixon issued a circular of 
instruction to constables ordering thcm 
to be more active than ever in seizing 
liquors. Plenty of scizures were made. 

Dr. Pope, attorney for complainants, 
called this to the attention of the court and 
presented a copy of the order with proper 
affidavits. He also presented affidavits as 
against certain constables who made the 
seizures. In consequence, Judge Goff ts- 
sued orders against Nixon and Constables 
A. T. Davis and 8. G. Lafar, requiring each 
to appear before him at 10 o’clock tomor- 
row morning and show cause why they 
may not be attached and punished for con- 
tempt of court.

How the Fast Run Over the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Was AccompHshed.

The Pennsy determined to run a fast 
newspaper train to make connection with 
a boat at Atlantic City. The authorities 
were instructed to make it a test run, but 
were instructed at the same time to take

‘Lhe train leit Camden station and ran to 
Atlantic City, a distance of 58.3 miles in 
45 minutes, the average speed being 764% 
miles per hour. 

The fastest mile made on the trip was in 
41 seconds, which is equivalent to 87.8 miles 
per hour. 3 

The locomotive had two pairs of driving 
wheels, 78 inches in diameter with 19-inch 
cylinders and had a stroke cf 24 inches. 
The fuel used was bituminous coal and 
the pressure of steam per square inch was 
lio pounds. 

It was a record-breaker, and the train 
into history as something of an 
undreamed of feat in railroading of modern 
times.

The Sheriff Who Stopped a Mail Train 
Fined $810. 

Columbus, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—The 
United States court of the western division 
of the Northern district of Georgia was con- 
vened here this morning, Judge W. T. 
Newman presiding. 

Quite a number of illicit distillery cases 
were disposed of.

HE IS A WELL-KNOWN NEW YORKER 


He Was Twice Appointed Associate Jus- 
tice by President Cleveland—Twice 
He Was Turned Down. 


Mr. William B. Hornblower, of New 
York, who nas not been unknown to fame 
and misfortune, has accepted the invita- 
tion tendered him to make the annual ad- 
dress: before the Georgia State Bar Asso- 
Ciation in October. 

The invitation was extended to Mr. Horn- 
blower by c‘ecretary Aiken, of the asso- 
ciation, who was acting under the direc- 
tion of the executive committee, of which 
Mr. Alex Smith is chairman. The acccpt- 
ance reached Secretary Aiken Sunday and 
yesterday moraizg Chairman Smith was 
notified. 

Mr. Hornblower is known in New York 
as one of the cleverest of New-York law- 
yers and an eloquent speaker. He has

made for himself a splendid reputation as 
a man with fine address and as a speaker 
He has a num- 
ber of personal friends who are members 
of the Georgia state asscciation and there 
are several that have heard him speak 
upon one or two occasions. 

In language, Mr. Hornblower is fiuent. 
He is a man of vigor and earnestness and 
has a charm of n.anner that is decidedly 
pleasant. He is thoughtful, too, and a 
great deal may be expected of him. The 
Subject of his address will be named by 
him later, but whatever he may decide 
upon will be made interesting by the hand- 
ling and the association members are look- 
ing forward to a treat. 

Mr. Hornblower is well Known in con- 
rection with an effort once made by Presi- 
dent Cleveland to appoint Pim an associ- 
ate justice of tne supreme bench. This 
Was several months ago, and Mr. Horn- 
blower was littl known outside of 
the immediate counties in which he prac- 
ticed. His appointment by the president 
to the supreme bench gave the entire coun- 
try a profound shock, including Senator 
David B. Hill, of New York. 

It will be remembered that Senator Hill 
did not like the appointment of Mr. Horn- 
blower. In fact, while fame was hovering 
near the fair brow of Mr. Hernblower, 
Senator Hill was preparing to disapprove 
in a vigorous fashion. There is a subtle 
quantity known as senatorial courtesy. It 
was with this that Mr. Hornblower had to 
contend. Mr. Hornblower’s appointment 
was sent to the senate and was turned 
down. The senate would have no Horn- 
blower for the supreme bench. 

With his characteristic disnegard for 
sentiment and the desires of others, Presi- 
dent Cleveland forced the issue. He play- 
ed his appointee against Senator Hill. All 
the force of the patronage power was 
brought to bear upon the situation. Ev- 
erything was supposed to be primed for a 
victorious firing and the name of Mr. 
Hornblower was again sprung upon the 
senate. Senator Hill, calm and forceful, 
was upon the scene and again Mr. Horn- 
blower was turned down, despite the at- 
tendant disapproval of President Cleve- 
land. 

President Cleveland was determined that 
Senator Hill should have naught to say 
regarding the appointment of a New York 
man. In fact, he had made up his mas- 
sive mind and so announced in his sten- 
torian voice. The next victim selected 
was Judge Peckham. Judge Peckham 
proved another general shock, but amidst 
the disapprovals of the press his name 
was sent to the senate. It was turned 
down. 

The final result was that President 
Cleveland appointed Edward PD. White, of 
Louisiana, ‘whdse appointment was ac- 
cepted by the senate and who is now an 
associate justice. 

In the meantime Mr. William B. Horn- 
blower will address the state bar associa- 
tion In October.

FUNERAL SERVICES HELO YESTERDAY 


A Large Congregation at the Central Pres- 
byterian Church—Drs. Strickler, Bar- 
nett and Buttolph Officiating. 


It is doubtful if Atlanta has ever seen 
@ more impressive funeral occasion than 
the final obsequies at the Central Presby- 
terian church yesterday Morning over the 
mortal remains of Major Campbell Wal- 
lace. 

The congregation completely filled the au- 
ditorium of the church and many who 
were not able to procure seats downstairs 
resorted to the galleries. All men who had 
been associated with him, during tke 
stormy days of reconstruction and little 
children who had gathered about him in 


his declining years to hear from his aged 
lips the tales of a grandfather, sat in the 
congregation and seemed to vie with each 
other in their grief for one whose life was 
the embodiment of all that was true and 
terder. The:rank and file of the city’s 
pcpulation gathered to pay a last tribute 
to the memory of the good man; business 
of every kind was forgotten and only the 
radiant deeds of a noble life were remem- 
bered. 

Around the pulpit, in rich vernal profu- 
sion, a mass of exquisite white flowers 
exhaled their perfume and gave to the 
scene an eloquence of beauty. Spring Hlies, 
pale white roses, violets, evergreens, lilacs, 
cedar branches and flowers of every kind 
were grouped together in the various em- 
blems of sorrow, faith, hope and immor- 
tality. 

Among the designs were crosses, an- 
chors, gates ajar, crescents, harps, crowns 
and all the varied and beautiful emb!ems 
that friendship usually selects to convey 
its tribute of sorrow. 

The seats directly in front of the pulpit 
were reserved for the pallbearers and 
members of the afflicted housenold. 

Entering. the Charch. 

At 11:30 o’clock the funeral procession 
entered the door of the church, preceded 
by the officiating clergymen. These were 
Dr. G. B. Strickler, the pastor of the 
church; Dr. E. H. Barnett, the pastor 
of the First Presbyterian church, and Dr. 
Buttolph, of Marietta, Ga., a warm per- 
sonal friend of the deceased and for quite 
a while his pastor. 

Then came the pallbearers directly in 
front of the casket that rested upon an 
elegant caisson of black broadcloth. The 
pallbearers were all descendants of Major 
Campbell Wallace. They were Messrs. 
Wallace McPherson, of Nashville, Tenn.; 
C. B. Wallace, Jr., Joseph L. Mynatt, Wil- 
liam L. Wallace, of Jacksonville, Fla.; R. 
O. Wallace, C. W. Martin, C. B. Brumby, 
of Athens; Nesbit Winfield, of Chatta- 
nooga; F. J. Ansley and Wylie Pope. 

The members of the family next follow- 
ea. Dr. J. B. Baird, the family physician 
and a warm personal friend of the de- 
ceased, was among this number. The deco- 
rations of the church were supervised by 
Mrs. Baird and Mrs. E. A. Werner, 4as- 
sisted by quite a number of ladies. 

Among tine friends of Major Wallace in 
the congregaticn were Judge Logan E. 
Bleckley, ex-Governor R. Bb. Bullock, Colo- 
nel A. E. Buck, Colonel -L. M. Trammell, 
Hon. Allen Fort, Hon. Milton A. Candler, 
Hon. Albert H. Cox, Dr. Jchn W. Heidt, 
Dr. W. F. Cook, Dr. A. R. Holderby, Dr. 
J. N. Craig, Dr T. P. Cleveland, Rev. L. 
{. Davis, Judge W. E. Foute, Judge John 
N. Fain, Prefessor W. Ww. Lumpkin, 
Messrs. W. F. Parkhurst, T. L. Jange- 
ston, Stewart Woodson, W. F. Brewster, 
Jorn Tyler Cooper, H. T. Inman, D. A. 
Beatie and others. The session of the 
church occupied reserved seats to the left 
of the famuily. 

“Jesus, Lover of My Soul,”’ was the open- 
ing anthem rendered by the choir. It 
Was sung with tender emotion and every 
heart was touched by the sweet harmony. 

Dr. Strickler then read a number of com- 
fcrting passages from the scripture, begin- 
ning with the beautiful words of consola- 
tion addressed by the Savior to his disci- 
ples in the little upper chamber. “Let not 
your hearts be troubled. Ye believe in God, 
believe also in me.’’ This was followed by 
a passage from the book of Revelation 
describing the blessedness and glory of the 
heavenly kingdom. ’ 

Dr. Barnett’s Prayer. 

Dr. E. H. Barnett, the pastor of the 
Central Presbyterian church, then offered 
the opening prayer of invocation. In beau- 
tiful and tender words he invoked the di- 
vine comforter to speak consolation, to 
the afflicted hearts of the sorr wing friends 
ard relatives of the deceased. He re- 
turned thanks to God for the noble life that 
Major Wallace had lived; for all he had 
been to his family, to the church and to 
the commonwealth. He invoked the bless- 
ing of God to rest upon the associates of 
Major Wallace in business and prayed with 
intense fervor for each member of his 
household, including his children, grand- 
children and great-grandchildren. 

The prayer of Dr. Barnett was followed 
by a rich and mellow rendition of the ex- 
quisite solo, ‘“‘Come Unto Me.” 

Remarks of Dr. Battolph. 

Dr. Buttolph, the pastor of the Presby- 
terian, church at Marietta, Ga., made the 
opening remarks. Dr, Buttolph 
one time, Major Wallace’s pastor. 

“Lying there,’’ said he, “in the still re- 
pose of death, is the noblest and the gen- 
tlest man I ever knew. My-friendship and 
esteem for Major Wallace has mellowed 
with the sons of twenty-eight years. In 
the summer of 1867 I was the pastor of a 
small church at Midway, in Liberty county, 
Gecrgia. A letter came to me, at that 
time, in the handwriting of Major Camp- 
bell Wallace, inviting me to Marietta, Gua., 
to fill the pulpit on a vacant Sabbath and 
to be his guest. I accepted his invitation; 
preached in the little church, and enjoyed 
the hospitality of my lamented friend. I 
returned to Midway and, in a few weeks, 
received a second letter from Major Wal- 
lace inviting me to accept a formal call 
to the church in Marietta. After giving the 
matter prayerful thought, 1 accepted the 
call to Marietta, subject to th2 action of 
the presbytery, and in November, 1867, en- 
tered upon the duties of my new charge. 
From that time until the present I have 
filled the pulpit and my love for Major 
Wallace has only strengthened as the years 
lave passed away. I remémber well his 
kind reception; how he erected me with 
open arms and made me forget the emo- 
tions of the stranger in the happy sensa- 
tions of a pastor welcomed to his flock. 
I found him always a sage counsellor, a 
loyal Christian and a sympathetic friend. 
I could go to him in perfect confidence 
for his advice and counsel and he always 
gave me what I needed.” 

Dr. Buttolph went on to say that Major 
Wallace had bxn for a long time the su- 
perintendent of the Sabbath school and 
that not a child could be found in Mari- 
etta who did not love him. He remained 
with the church and Sabbath school until 
he left to build a railroad in the state 
of Alabama. After Major Wallace moved 
to Atlanta Dr. Buttolph always came to 
seo him whenever he was in the city. 
He considered it a privilege and a pleas- 
ure, and Major Wallace always received 
him with cordiality. The audience listened 
with profound attention as Dr. Buttolph 
delivered his simple eulogy.

It his health failed him, after these pre- 
cautions, he was always disappointed. Ma- 
jor Waltace was a man of prayer. Long 
years before he had erected a family altar 
in his home and had not only pointed his 
children to a brighter world, but led the 
way himself.

The “Secured” Statesmen. 

We call attention once more to the 
declaration of The New York Herald 
that the managers of the shylock cam- 
paign in that city bave “secured” the 
services of a number of “southern states- 
men” to “drum up delegates” for the 
Memphis goldbug convention. 

The declaration of The Herald aptly 
describes the character of the move- 
ment that is going on. It is a cut-and- 
dried affair from the beginning. There 
is net a spark of public sentiment in 
Tennessee, or in Memphis, calling for a 
goldbug convention. It is wholly a 
Shaw affair. It is called by the shy- 
locks in their own interest, and they 
ure spending money to attract to the 
meeting all those short-sighted and un- 
pitriotie individuals who prefer Cleve- 
landism to true democracy, and who 
are ready to advocate the selfish inter- 
ests of the shylock class. The gold 
bugs, who are behind the movement for 
the Memphis convention—as well as be- 
fore it and on its flanks—are “secur- 
ing” southern statesmen to “drum up 
delegates,” and in this way they hope to 
make some sort of an impression on 
publie opinion in the south. 

We have not seen the roster of the 
southern statesmen that have been “se- 
cured” by the eastern shylocks to “drum 
up delegates,” but it will probably be 
made public after awhile. It is an- 
nounced in some quarters that a gentle 
man of the name of Boggs is going to 
Macon to “drum up delegates,” and that 
from there he will go to Augusta. No 
doubt he will also come to Atlanta. Mr. 
Boggs may be one of the southern 
Statesmen who have been “secured,” 
but his name is not familiar to us and 
the extent of his statesmanship is an 
unknown quantity. 

It is possible, but not probable, that 
the southern statesmen who have thus 
far been “secured” by the shylocks of 
the east are engaged in what the boys 
eall a still hunt. It is more probable 
that southern statesmen of reputation 
and standing have spurned with con- 
tempt the efforts that have beeh made 
to “secure” them. 

We do not allude, of course, to the 
officeholding class—the men who hold 
places at the pleasure of Mr. Cleveland. 
These men have before them the con- 
spicuous examples of Secretary Carlisle. 
A few years ago Secretary Yarlisle 
made a ringing speech in favor of the 
unlimited coinage of silver, in which 
he denounced with eloquent indignation 
the shylocks and the money grabbers, 
in whose interest silver was demone- 
_ tized. A few years ago Secretary 
Smith, over his own name, declared for 
the free coinage of silver. Since that 
time these distinguished gentlemen have 
been brought in close contact with Mr. 
Cleveland and have seen a new light. 
They could not hold their places in the 
cabinet if they were to advocate the in- 
terests of the people as against the 
greed of the shylock class. 

It would be preposterous to suppose 
that The New York Herald’s declara- 
tion means that these cabinet officers 
have been “secured” by the shylock 
campaign committee to drum up dele- 
gates in the south. Therefore, the peo- 
ple of the south will have to wait for 
future developments. When the con- 
vention meets they will have no diffi- 
culty in putting their fingers on the so- 
called statesmen who have been “se- 
eured” to do the dirty work of the 
shylocka.

It is the most revolting case of mod- 
ern times, and all good people hope that 
it is ended. 


Mr. Cleveland’s Coming Book, 

We are informed by a Washington cor- 
respondent that Mr. Cleveland is de- 
voting a good deal of his time to the 
writing of a book which will deal with 
the science of political economy. 

It is safe to say that the work will be 
a very remarkable one. The president 
has recently ordered the following books 
from a New York publisher: Kidd’s 
“Social Evolution,” Lilly’s “Traveler of 
Christianity,” Froud’s “Caesar,” Gib- 
bon’s “Decline and Fall of the Roman 
Empire,” “Republic” of Pluto, Goldwin 
Smith’s “Essays on Questions of the 
Day,” Nordeau’s “Degeneration,” 
Lloyd’s “Wealth and Commonwealth” 
and McMaster’s “History of the People 
of the United States.” 

Some of these volumes will not be of 
much use in getting up a_ treatise on 
political economy, and others are so 
well known that their absence hereto- 
fore from the white house library will 
cause some surprise. The correspondent 
also makes the astonishing statement 
that the president has nine lives of An- 
drew Jackson and that his mind is 
thoroughly saturated with American 
history. 

Very little has been made public con- 
cerning the plan and the scope of. the 
coming Hook, but it is understood that 
its economic revelations will show that 
prosperity increases as money grows 
scarcer, that our producers and wage 
earners were never better off than at 
the present time, that half a loaf is bet- 
ter than a whole one for a poor man, 
and that to subtract from a nation’s 
wealth is only another way of multiply- 
ing it. 

To establish these startling proposi- 
tions is a big task, and we are not sur- 
prised to learn that Mr. Cleveland has 
already been grinding away on his book 
for four years, and that the end is not 
yet in sight. 

But we would suggest that the presi- 
dent should get rid of his nine lives of 
Jackson and McMaster’s history. The 
methods and principles of “Old Hickory” 
will irritate rather than help our presi- 
dential author, and the clear, pithy, 
epigrammatie style of McMaster is not 
likely to find favor with a writer whose 
Sentences are formed upon very differ- 
ent models. Still, we feel disposed to 
say of Mr. Cleveland's book in advance 
that it will represent slow. deliberate 
and painful labor. When it makes its 
appearance the popular verdict will 
doubtless be that it is a very unique and 
remarkable contribution to our economic 
literature. 


The Chicago Cyclone. 

If our readers have not kept up with 
the goldbug movement in Illinois, espe- 
cially in Chieago, they have missed a 
very rich treat. The matter is worth 
reviewing. 

The state executive committee of the 
democratic party, by a vote of thirty to 
seven, decided sometime ago to eall a 
convention of the party for the purpose 
of making a clear and an unmistakable 
declaration on the financial question. 
Ample time was given between the date 
of the call and the time set for the econ- 
vention for the party to discuss the 
matter and select delegates favorable to 
any view that the voters might be in 
favor of. Senator John M. Palmer, in 
the name of Clevelandism, uttered a 
protest against the eall, but as the sen- 
ator was neither the party nor the ma- 
chinery thereof, and as he has been at 
sixes and sevens with his own views for 
quite a number of years, nobody paid 
any attention to him. 

At the very beginning of the campaign 
the agents of shylockism in Chicago 
declared that they had it in their power 
to put an end to the movement, and they 
went about it with great energy. They 
opened their headquarters in Chicago 
in the most expensive style, hired clerks 
and typewriters and made the most 
elaborate preparations for electnig gold- 
bug delegates from Chicago. As that 
city is entitled to 353 delegates of the 
whole, numbering about 800, the suc- 
cess of the shylocks there would have 
been something of a set-back to the sil- 
ver movement. Control of the conven- 
tion itself would have put a temporary 
end to the free coinage movement in all 
parts of the country. 

This was perfectly well understood by 
the agents of the shylock class in Chi- 
cago, and they began their campaign 
with a great flourish of trumpets. After 
furnishing their headquarters in the 
most expensive manner, they sent out 
their strikers into every precinct of the 
city. Each ward was covered by the 
goldbug heelers, and when it was 
thought that the preliminary work had 
gone far enough, caucuses were called 
in the precincts. These caucuses were 
in the nature of an eye-opener to the 

ianagers of the shylock campaign. 
They discovered that an overwhelming 
majority of the voters were in favor of 
the free coinage of silver, and that 
they could not be converted by any ar- 
gument that the goldbugs could bring 
to bear. 

Thus the shylock campaign came to a 
fsudden andi disastrous end. To ac- 
knowledge it, however, would have been 
fatal to shylockism in all the states. So 
the Chicago goldbugs fell back on the 
complaint uttered by poor old Senator 
Palmer. They pretended that the call 
for the convention was unauthorized 
and untimely and issued notice to their 
followers not to attend the primaries. 
By this they hoped to deceive the people 
in other states. The goldbug voters re- 
mained away froin the polls because 
there were not as many of them as was 
necessary to have outvoted the frec 
coinage voters, 

There were 720 delegates in the coun- 
ty convention, aud only twenty-three of 
these were in favor of shylockism. Tis 
is probably the ratio of the goldbug 
strength among the people of Chicago. 

The platform adopted by the Cook 
county convention is*a model declara- 


| tion of its kind, It sets forth that the 
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in Illinois, has uniformly declared for 
both gold and silver as the standard 
money of. the country. It declares 
that as long as the mints of 
even one great nation were left 
open to silver there was no de- 
preciation in the value of that metal; 
that not until silver was denied free 
coinage at the mints did its ratio with 
that of gold begin to diverge; and that 
the apparent depreciation of silver is 
due to 4 great extent to the apprecia- 
tion of gold. The platform declares 
that both gold monometallism and silver 
monometallism are unsound = systems, 
and that the democrats are not opposed 
to an international agreement, but in- 
vite such action. At the same time, they 
are opposed to waiting one day or one 
hour for foreign aid. . Therefore, the 
democrats of Cook county demand the 
Tmmediate restoration of the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 tol, as it existed prior to 1873, 
Without waiting for the aid or consent 
of any other nation, such gold and sil- 
yer to be full legal tender for all debts 
publie and private. 

Now these are declarations that all the 
opponents of shylockism can indorse, 
and that all true democrats are sure to 
indorse.

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xeorgia’s Big Peach Crop. 

The New England Grocer contains a 
long interview with Mr. W. L. Sher- 
man, a large Boston peach dealer, which 
is of general interest to the reading pub- 
lic. 

Mr. Sherman predicts that one orchard 
near Macon will ship 100 ear loads of 
peaches this season, and the total crop 
exported from Georgia will be 2,500 


cars. To show the magnitude of the busi- | 


ness it should be stated that the total 
expelse of a car of peaches to Boston, 
including freight and icing is $315. Here 
is the story of a Georgia peach farm, as 
told by Mr. Sherman: 


About twenty years ago Mr. H. H. Tift 
moved from Mystic, Ct., into south Georgia, 
at a point now Known as Tifton, but which 
was then an almost unbroken forest of yel- 
low pine, which had been opened by the 
Brunswick and Western railroad. Three 
years after he was joined by his brother, 
W. O. Tift, and they went to work to hew. 
and saw their fortunes from the forests. 
Four years ago the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad, running from Macon, Ga., 
to Palatka, Fla., was built through this 
territory. The projectors of the new road 
determined to test the productiveness of the 
soil by establishing a farm on which should 
be grown all the crops common to Georgia. 
To aid in this project the Tift brothers do- 
nated to the railroad 1.000 acres of land 
nine miles north of Tifton. 

The Tifts also determined to demonstrate 
the fertility of the land. In 1890 twenty- 
eight acres were planted to grapes, and last 
year there were shipped and sold off these 
twenty-eight acres. 60,000 pounds of grapes. 

Eight years ago Ed Tift joined his brothe- 
ers and three years ago carved out a farm 
from the woods and planted it to peaches 
and grapes. The Tifts were joined by Mr. 
Snow, a practical fruitgrower, and now W. 
©. Tift has forty acres in grapes and 10,000 
peach trees, and this year his estimated 
crop is fifty cars of peaches and twenty 
cars of grapes. Ed Tift has twenty-five 
acres in grapes and about twenty acres in 
peaches. 

Tift & Snow have 40,000 peach trees and 
purpose to Keep on fplanting until they 
have 80,000. 

This reads like a romance, but it is a 
miatter-of-fact statement, and it shows 
What even strangers can do in Georgia.

The New York Sun's London correspon- 
dent says that Queen Victoria is elaborat- 
ing a scheme for establishing a ‘“Miterary 
order of merit for the recognition of those 
who, as journalists or writers of books, 
have done good work.’’ There are to be 
three grades, as in most other orders, the 
first consisting of twenty-four Knights of 
the Grand Cross, the second of one hundred 
Knights Commanders, and the third of 
two hundred and fifty Companions. 


The art of newspaper writing is telling a 
thing clearly and entertainingly, says The 
Missouri Editor. It is not so much the 
thing as the way it is told. The dullest 
of subjects can be made attractive, and 
the most exciting can appear insipid. It 
depends upon the narration. Newspaper 
writing must not only be clear as water, 
it must be catchy and interesting. Short 
sentences, pithy, pungent and racy. The 
ideas must be conveyed vividly. The 
essayist or the novelist can never be an 
editor. The styles are wholly different. 
The best school for newspaper writing is 
the experience and atmosphere of news- 
paper work. It must be rapid, scintillat- 
ing and to the point. A -thing must be 
told just as it happened. Any attempt 
at romancing or fine writing spoils it. A 
newspaper report should possess’ the 
sparkle and directness of an animated con. 
versation, sufficiently clear and plain to 
be intelligible to every mind, but just fin- 
ished and forceful enough not to be com- 
monplace. Whether it be a news item or 
an editorial it should always be interest- 


ing. 


THAT OBJECT LESSON. 


Cleveland Progress: The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion publishes a table showing the increase 
and decrease in the valuation of property 
in every state in the union during the last 
year, or since the gold standard became so 
prominent. It tells a terrible story of the 
centralization of wealth in New York and 
the eastern states, while in the south, west 
and northwest the decrease in the valua- 
tion of property has been alarming. The 
net decrease in these sections amounts to 
millions. The net incraase in the eastern 
states is over three hundred millions. In the 
south the decrease during the last year has 
been $90,284,580; in the west $210,169,539, and 
in the northwest $111,655,252. Compare these 
decreases with the increase of over three 
hundred millions in the east and a story is 
unfolded which will startle the people of the 
country. New York state alone shows an in- 
crease of $235,883,482, and the largest part of 
this is in New York city, around the vicin- 
ity of Wall street. The figures 
which The Constitution gives are of- 
ficial. Extended comment is unneces- 
sary. Any man with an ounce of brains 
can see for himself the direction in which 
things are tending in this country. 

Carroll Free Press: In the last Sunday’s 
Constitution there is a map of fhe United 
States, accompanied with some _ Official 
figures, which is an object lesson to those 
who believe in the gold standard, It shows 
that the depreciation of values in the south 
from '93 to '94 was $90,284.580, in the south 
and northwest §$210,671,153, in the western 
states $111,655,252, while in the New England 
states, including New York, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey, the increase has been $3lZ,-

The Albany Herald, commenting on a 
recent article in The Dispatch published 
by a sensible south Georgia negro, says: 

“The Herald is glad to see a paper that 
is edited by a negro and devoted to the 
interests of the negroes of this city and 
Section handiing a subject of such vital 
importance to the negro race and to the 
community at large in the intelligent and 
impartial manner in which the tendency 
of the younger generation of the negro 
race to commit crime is treated in the 
above. It is.,a healthy sign, and whenever 
or wherever The Herald finds an intelli- 
gent. fair-minded negro striving to bring 
his people to a correct appreciation of the 
fact that education means something more 
than learning to read and write and solve 
mathematical problems, and that ‘a little 
learning is a dangerous thing,’ unless there 
is a good moral character behind it, we 
feel like we want to encourage and help 
him in his good work. To be good citi- 
zens the negroes must live by the same 
code of morals that govern the better 
classes of other races, and to do this they 
must draw the line of respectability and 
g00d citizenship in their own ranks, and 
more especially in their social life. This 
line should show to the world that simply 
because they are of the same race one 
negro is not always as good as another; 
or, better still, that all negroes are not of 
loose moral character and given to vices 
of social and moral depravity. In our 
own city and section many of the better 
class of negroes are at work on this line 
and The Herald is glad to class the editor 
of The Dispatch among them and bid him 
godspeed. The moral tone of The Dis- 
patch is healthy, and so long as it con- 
tinues to be so it will have the best wishes 
of The Herald and should receive the sup- 
port of the negroes of this city and sec- 
tion.’”’

Mr. J. M. Cross, of Pittsburg, was 
among the northern visitors who went out 
to the expcesition grounds yesterday.

Governor Atkinson Will Call To Order at 
12 O’Clock Today in the House of 
Representatives— Hanson Talks. 


Today at high noon will be called to order 
what promises to be the greatest conven- 
tion of Georgia manufacturers ever before 
held in the state, 

The convention will be.in session at the 
state capital today and tomorrow and will 
close with a rousing banquet tomorrow 
night. 

It is the climax of the movement so re- 
cently begun in Georgia to secure organiza- 
tion among the manufacturers, and it prom- 
ises to be a most brilliant success. 

Mr. T, H. Martin, who has served as sec- 
retary of the organization committee all the 
while, has received letters from more than 
two hundred of the representative manufac-

turers of the state, declaring themselves to 
be heartily in sympathy with the move- 
ment and stating that they would be pres- 
ent at the meeting today. Mr. Martin con- 
fidently expects to see three hundred and 
fifty in the convention hall this morning 
when the meeting is called to order. 

Dr. J, D. Turner, who has been chairman 
of the iocal committee on arrangements 
for the convention, is equally confident of 
a large attendance. He is one of the lead- 
ers in the movement to organize the manu- 
facturing interests of the state, and will be 
one of the most prominent figures in the 
convention today. He has proved one of 
the most faithful leaders and believes that 
a great deal of good can be accomplished 
by having the manufacturers organized. He 
says the unanimity with which the move- 
ment has been received in the state of 
Georgia and throughout the entire country, 
is such as gives pleasing evidence of the 
fact that there must be some good in the 
step that is contemplated, 

it is intimated that Dr. Turner, by reason 
of his having presided over the organizing 
committee all the while, will be made tem- 
porary chairman of the convention today 
and will preside until another chairman is 
selected and all the permanent officers 
chosen. 

When the convention meets at noon in the

Major Hanson when called upon by The 
Constitution had the following to say con- 
cerning the movement: 

“Yes, I believe there will be a large at- 
tendance, if I can judge from the extraor- 
dinary interest that has been manifested 
in this matter up to date on the part of all 
the manufacturers from every town and 
city of Georgia. 

“As to what we shall do, or how we shall 
go about it, I cannot speak. Nothing is 
known and nothing can be known as to 
what ought to be done until the convention 
is called to order and the various men from 
all over the state can be heard on the sub- 
ject before us, and we cay strike ut the 
general trend of opinion. 

“The great trouble with the manufactur- 
ing interests of the south and of Georgia 
has been that they were never brought in 
touch with each other. 

“IT believe there are two things this con- 
vention will do that will be of incalculable 
value to the manufacturing interests of 
Georgia—first, the organization of a perma- 
nent associatiow which will have tor its 
purpose the general upbuilding of industrial 
Georgia, and second, the determination to 
have a grand display at the Cotton States 
and International exposition of the combin- 
ed forces of the manufacturing interests of 
the state.’’ 

“Do you think there will be any action 
to this end, and that the convention will 
decide to have an exhibit at the exposi- 
tion ?’’ 

“Well, I haven’t the faintest notion what 
the convention will do, but I give tnat as 
my personal views—that I believe something 
along this line could be done very easily, 
and that it will be one of the best things 
that could be done.”

There Was a Mee.ing in the City Hall 
Last Night, 


EMERGENCY 


AND THE 


Were Declared the Proper Caper and the 
Essential Thing by Those Who Were 
Out, Both Citizens and Officials. 


BONDS 


If the hard work of some of the best, 
most influential and substantial citizens 
can count for anything the $150,000 of bonds 
now dubbed the emergency bonds will be 
issued. 

Since the matter of suggesting the bonds 
Was suggested the people of the city have 
been considering_the matter and so deeply 
have they bcome interested in it that al- 
ready the office of Hon, A. P. Stewart, 
who is the legal registrar, has been 
thronged with taxpayers who wanted to 
qualify for the election. 

It was in the council chamber last night 
in response to a request from Mayor King 
and the committee of five that the bonds 
were given a boom that will carry them 
through. One night last week there was a 
meeting of the various departments of the 


city government interested in the issuance 
of the bonds and at that meeting a commit- 
tee of five was appointed to push’ the 
election of bonds for all that could be 
done, That committee went to work hard 
and finally decided that the best thing 
that could be done would be to have a 
meeting of the members of the general 
council, the heads of the various depart- 
ments and citizens. 

That meeting occurred last night and at 
it were Mr. S. M. Inman, Captain J. W. 
English, Captain J. C. Hendrix, W. S. 
Beatie, Judge Hammond of the board of 
education, Mr. Zach Smith of the water 
board, Mr. A. D, Adair, Mr. G. W. Harri- 
son, Mr. Burgess Smith, Mr. Antone 
Kontz, Judge J. A. Anderson, Captain J. 
A. Miller, Colonel Albert Howell, Mr. W. 8. 
Bell, Mr. Tom Day, Mr. Sims, Mr. Broyles, 
Mr. Hirsch and Mayor King. 

The meeting was organized by placing 
Mr. Broyles in the chair, when Mayor 
King read the paper addressed to the peo- 
ple on the subject of the bonded election. 

The pape readr was: 

“Atlanta, Ga., May -6, 1895.—To the Citi- 
zens of Atlanta: Believing that the best 
interests of the city will be promoted by 
the issuance of the bonds recently recom- 
mended by the mayor and general council, 
and that its financial prosperity will be ad- 
vanced thereby, we desire in this way to 
call your attention to the matter. If, 
after investigating, you agree with us that 
the issuance of hese bonds would be a 
wise and proper thing, we desire to ask 
that you will register and vote for them. 
In order to vote it will be necessary for 
ail to register under a special registration 
now going on as provided for by the ordi- 
nance recommending the issuance of the 
bonds. Mr. A. P. Stewart, the county tax 
collector, is the registrar in this matter, 
and by calling at his office in the annex 
to the courthouse you can readily attend 
to it. It is unnecessary to pay the taxes 
for this year, either those to the state and 
county or those to the city, in order to 
qualify one to register, but the taxes ac- 
crued in 1894 must be paid. 

‘The $150,000 of bonds which {ft !s pro- 
posed to issue are to be used in the follow- 
ing manner: Forty thousand dollars will 
be applied to the completion of the Boys’ 
High school building. It has atready been 
started and there has been spent about 
$10,000 of the city’s money on the purchase 
of the lot and in doing such work as has 
been done upon the foundation of the 
building. It is impossible to finish the 
building out of the income of the city 
this year, because of the fact that extra 
demands have been made upon the city 
treasury during -this year amounting to 
over $100,000. Two items alone, one being 
over $60,000, for the balance of payment 
on the engines for the waterworks pur- 
chased several years ago, and $35,000 as a 
direct appropriation to the Cotton States 
ind International Ewnposition Company 
will make nearly $100,000. Besides a direct 
appropriation of $5,000 has been made for 
laying water mains to the exposition, and 
7,000 has been appropriated for laying a wa- 
ter main on North avenue from West Peach- 
tree to Jackson street. Also $5,000 has been 
appropriated for police, and a like sum for 
the fire department, during the exposition, 
There are, besides other matters, in the 
nature of extraordinary expenses, that 
have had to -be met by the present council 
out of the income of the city this year. 

“The board of education is now paying 

$1,500 per year for the use of the boys 
High school building, and as the leaSe ex- 
pires with the present session, other ar- 
rangements must be made for a building 
before the school opens in September. The 
rent required for a High school building 
will be saved, if the new building is com- 
pleted, and we have no hesitancy in saying 
that such rent would equal the amount 
in interest which will be paid upon the 
money that is obtained by the sale of the 
bonds, Therefore, there cannot be any loss 
upon this part of the money, considered 
as an investment. 
“Sixty thousand dollars will be used for 
extending the water mains into those por- 
tions of the city where water is most 
needed. The income to the city from the 
additional water connections, by parties 
not now using water, will pay from the 
start interest upon such $60,000 at 4 per cent, 
the rate at which it is proposed to issue 
the bonds. Such income will be perpetual 
and increase from year to year, to say 
nothing of the advantages in the way of 
health and comfort from an abundant sup- 
ply of pure water. Furthermore, the city 
now is unable to collect the assessments 
due for sewers that have been laid for 
several miles on streets where there is no 
water, By putting water pipes there, the 
assessments on account of these dry sewers 
can be enforceé and no doubt the citizens 
taxable therewii® will be glad to commence 
the use of the same when water is given 
them, and to pay therefor. 

“Twenty-five thousand dollars will be used 
in extending the main sewers to points 
where they will be no longer dangerous to 
the life and health of our citizens. Some of 
them terminate in thickly settled portions 
of the city, and damage suits have been 
brought which are now pending, and oth- 
ers are threatened unless they are carried 
further out toward the limits of the city. 

“After making the above expenditures, 
twenty-five thousand ($25,000) dollars will be 
left, which ‘will be used in building ad- 
ditional crematories. The greatest compli- 
ment ever paid the city of Atlanta, perhaps, 
by people making invéstigation here from 
distant cities, was in connection with the 
system of cremation that has already been 
established. The president of the board of 
health, Dr .J. F. Alexander, and ctbhers 
familiar with the same, believe chat the so- 
lution of the difficulty of getting rid of the 
garbage of the city lies in building and op- 
erating a sufficient number of crematories. 
The haul now made to the present crema- 
tory is a very long one, and from some 
parts of the city it is sometimes as much as 
six or seven miles. The saving in the 
wages of hands, the purchase and feed of 
stock, and the buying and keeping up of 
wagons and carts, which would be made 
by locating other crematories at proper dis- 
tances, would amount to a very consider- 
able sum during the year, certainly enough 
to pay the interest, and we believe much 
more than the interest, upon this twenty- 
five thousand ($26,000) dollars, 

‘The board of health assures us that $10,000 
can be saved in next year’s appropriation 
in that department alone if the bonds are 
carried. This saving itself will pay rearly 
double $6,000, the entire annual interest on 
ail the bonds. 

‘In addition to the foregoing, and per- 
haps the strongest reason why the bcnds 
should be issued, is this—that we believe the 
rate of taxation, if they are issued, can be 
reduced next year, at least as much as one- 
eighth of 1 per cent. The mayor and gen- 
eral council have unanimously adopted a 
resolution committing themselves to the 
policy of reducing taxes next year at least 
% of 1 per cent if these bonds are voted, 
The reduction will save $67,500 in taxes next 
year. The city administration is, as is 
shown by a resolution adopted by the gen- 
eral council this afternoon upon the line of 
reducing taxation and cutting off expenses, 
and they will pursue that line whether the 
bonds are issued or not, We do uot, can- 
didly, believe that it will be possible to re- 
duce taxation next year unless the Bonds 
are issued, 

“We believe, with becoming modesty, we 
can state that the present mayor and gen- 
eral council have demonstrated their fixed 
determination to ‘have an economical ad- 
ministration of the city’s affairs, and we 
trust that it will meet the approval of the

The sentiment of the paper appeared to 
Suit the feelings of those present and there 
was but one side to the discussion. 

Captain English, Mr. S. M. Inman, Mr. 
Hugh Inman, Captain Hendrix and every 
one else who spoke talked in favor of. the 
paper as an address to the people. 

Colonel Howell showed how by the reduc- 
tion of the rate of taxation, which would 
be made more than probable by the carry- 
ing of the bonds, the citizens would save 
$67,500 direct in the way of taxation, while 
they would save, all told, $105,000, including 
the reduction, the income from the new 
water service given by the issuance of the 
bonds, the saving of school rents and the 
new sewer connections. There was not 
one of those present who did not think 
that the reduction could be made if the 
bonds were voted, but all were sure that 
there could be no reduction of taxation if 
the bonds were not voted. 

The address prepared by the committee 
of five was placed in the hands of a com- 
mittee for publication and every one who 
was at the meeting pledged his hard work 
for the bonds, all agreeing to turn out and 
work for a full registration and then to 
do all that could be done for the successful 
termination of the election.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


It Was a Great Day for the Bears in 
Wheat Yesterday. 

Chicago, May 6.—The wheat bears had 
@ great day today. Even an extraordinary 
decrease in the visible supply was figured 
Out tO Mean anything but encouragement 
to holders. Opening quotations were quite 
lc under the closing ones of Saturuay, 
such dec.ine represénting the benefit to the 
growing crop of the rains of last night 
and yesterday. Put holders and fortunate 
shorts gave some support to the market at 
this time. The reports from Buffalo of 
the detention of a cargo of Chicago wheat 
at that place on account of its peing in- 
fected with weevil were not calculated to 
help prices any. Statistical news was, in 
the main, detrimental to strength, and all 
of the foreign advices tended to depress 
prices. July wheat opened from 63% to 
63%, sold between 635,@63% and 684c, clos. 
ing at 624, 14y@l%ec lower than Saturday. 
Cash wheat, sampie lots, sold at a decline 
of lec from Saturday. 

The sentiment in corn was not entirely 
in accord with that existing in wheat. 
This was évidenced by the inclination of 
prices to ascend, while those of the finer 
grain were disposed to decline. The ef. 
fect of the extreme weakness in wheat late 
in the session overcame the firmness dis- 
played early by corn, however, and in the 
end prices fell away and closed easy. July 
corn opened from 49% to 4%%&c, sold be 
tween 49%.@50 and 49'gc, closing 49144 
49144c, lea@%c lower than Saturday. In the 
car lot branch. of the market sales were 
made at steady prices, sugar refiners tak- 
ing most of the offerings. 

A general absence of confidence in oats 
Was apparent in the market for .hat grain 
The decline in wheat was foliowed without 
much opposition, the appezrance of the 
new crop of oats tending to discourage 
holders and buyers. July oats closed 4ec 
lower than Saturday. Cash oats were 4c 
lower. The feeling in that department was 
easy. 

Provisions—A quiet and firm market was 
noted in product. Speculators were unde 
cided as to the proper course to pursue 
and were watching for some movement 
on the part of the packers. Weakness in 
the live heg market communicated a sim!. 
lar tone to provisions early, but after the 
call there was some unimportant buying 
accompanied by firmness. The depression 
in grain later on in the session gave an 
easy feeling at-the close. July pork and 
lard closed unchanged from Saturday and 
July ribs 5c higher.

Cables report lower prices. in all the mar- 
kets. Shipments from the Psic and 
South American ports continue large and 
will probably aggregate something like 
6.000,000 bushels for the week. The opening 
was about %c lower than Saturday’s close, 
railied a little on buying of scalpers, soon 
became heavy and was again rallied about 
isc OM a reported decrease in the visible 
supply of 3,580,000. The effect of this was 
lost when it was discovered that a very 
little of this had gone on canal and that 
quite a large amount had been shipped by 
rail, owing to the low freight rates, a 
portion of which may show up in next 
week’s visible, as everything shipped by 
rail from Buffalo is taken out of the 
visible, while that which is shipped 
canai remains in. The latter part of the 
session was characteized by heavy realiz- 
ing sales, which caught numerous stop 
orders, as the market declined. It seems 
guite evident to us, as we repeated so 
often last week, that the large holders 
and elevator people take opportunity to 
dispose of a large portion of their hold- 
ings on the advance, a fair portion of the 
buying being by parties who were not 
able or willing to sustain a very large de. 
c.ine. 

Corn opened weak in sympathy with 
wheat and on rains. Brokers had good 
buying orders, however, and prices showed 
a good advance, later becoming. easier. 
closing at the low point. Sample and 
car iots were in fairly good demand. In 
a speculative way there appears to be a 
disposition to sell July around 50c, which 
seems sufficient to check the advance when 
the market reaches that figure. 

Provisions ruled steady on some support 
of packers. We think there has been de- 
cline enough in hog product. The cash de. 
mand has improved, also export demand 
for lard and meat. 


The Flour Market.

As wheat has now had an advance of a 
dozen cents in this market.and at Chica- 
g0 an advance of 3 cents more than this, 
and as flour has advanced anywhere from 
50c to $1, the buyers are disposed to be 
somewhat conservative at the present time. 
The market may be said to close with the 
biggest buyers showing considerable hesi- 
tation. The volume of business during the 
past week, however, has been iarge, the 
market at times showing exceptional 
Strength and activity. Jobbers have ween 
buying freely. The bulk of the trade has 
been in spring bakers and spring patents, 
owing to the scarcity of winter goods. 
Winter straights have sold as high as $3.50 
and millers will not name a lower price 
now, nothwithstanding their expectation 
of getting lower freight rates pretty soon. 
Pillsbury’s best has been advanced to $4.60. 
It will be rememberea they sold as low as 
$3.66 when the market was at its worst. The 
market for low grades has been quiet, so lit- 
tle of that class arriving. What has come 
in has promptly commanded a full price, 
extra No. 2 winter selling at $2.70; supers 
at $2.35 and fines at $2.20. There has nat 
been a car of no grade flour here n two 
months. Millers put that class of their 
product in feed and sell it at home for 
more money than they can get here. The 
city millers have been free sellers, meeting 
the market at $4.40 for patents, $3.55 to $2.65 
for clears, $2.95 to $2.65 for fines, There has 
been a good demand. for Pennsylvania flour 
for shipment to South America at $3.15 to 
$3.40 for straights. The general market has 
had an advance of 50c to 60c within two

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weeks. Two months ago spring bakers 
could be bought in this market at $2.40; now 
the price is $3. Exporters are doing their 
business as usual on through bills of lading 
and their presence here has cut very little 
figure, even in the recent excitement.

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CONSOMME SOUP.—1 chicken, 2 pounds 
lean beef, 1 onion, 1 turnip, 2. carrots, 
bunch sweet herbs, 7 quarts cold water, % 
cup sago soaked in cold water, pepper and

WR. VENABLE’S SRAT. 


The Question of His Eligibility Was Not 
Settled Yesterday. 


WENT OVER UNTIL THE NEXT MEETING 


Marietta Street Stable Was Refused 
by Council, 


MONEY WANTED BY THE GUARD 


A Fulland Busy Meeting of Council Yes- 
terday Afternoon—Many Matters 
Were Considered. 


It was quite a tame, but a well drawn 
out session of the general council yester- 
day afternoon. Every member of the body 
was present when the clerk called the roll, 
except Mr. Inman, who came in a few 
minutes later. 

Quite a crowd was present, some being 
on hand te hear the expected report of the 
city attorney on the legality of Mr. Ven- 
nble’s occupancy of a seat in the board of 
police commissioners, some to hear the dis- 
posifion of the petition of Bell and Coker 
for a building permit, and others «to learn 
the fate of the fruit stands on the side- 
Walks. , 

Tne Coker and Bell petition came up first, 
and it was upon the motion of Mr. Inman, 
made at the last meeting, to reconsider the 
action of the council in granting the permit 
at the special or called session, when there 
were present Only a portion of the mem- 
bers of the general council. The clerk read 
the action and the motion of Mr. Inman, 
and then Mayor Pro ‘fem. Broyles asked: 

“Does the gentleman from the sixth de- 
sire to renew that motion now?’’’ 

‘Yes, sir,”’ was Mr. Inman’s reply. ‘‘The 
peopie residing in taat section of the city 
come here and declare that they don’t want 
tnat livery barn or stable to go up, ¢<nd I 
don't think we have the right_to put it on 
them. I know we have the right !f we want 
to vote it, but I mean, I think it would be 
wrong for us to push it on them. Then, 
100, the permit was granted at a «allied ses- 
sion of the council when there were not 
present all of the members.”’ 

“1 can’t for the life of me,’’ said Mr. How- 
eli, “‘see why we should not egrant that 
building permit. It is a big improvement to 
that section of the city, and certainly the 
stable could hurt no one. If the stable is 
a nuisance, what is that planing mill they 
have down there right on Luckie street 
where the kick is coming from? Il had 
much rather have the stable than to have 
the mill.” 

“I thought,” said Mr. Bell, ‘‘when the 
council granted that building permit that 
the matter was settled. Now the matter 
comes up again, and this time we have the 
same right to the permit that we had be- 
fore- There can be no doubt but that the 
erection of the stable in that section vf the 
city will materially help that part of the 
town. There can be no reason why 
one living on Luckie street, which 
is quite a distance from the rear of the 
stable, wehre there will not even be a sight 
of the building or of the mules and horses 
in it, should oppase jt. On the other hand, 
the stable will open on Marietta street and 
all the traffic and trade at the palce will be 
done from that side or end of the building. 
None of the mules or teams will be turned 
out on Luckie street, and the people on that 
street cannot be inconvenienced by the 
stable, which will be one of the handsomest 
buildings of the kind in the city.’’ 

“For myself,’’ said Mr. Inman, “I have 
no opposition to the stable going there. But 
the people living in that section of the city 
are opposed to it, and that is enough for 
me. 1 made the motion at the last meeting 
for the reconsideration on that account, and 
since then I have seen no reason to change 
my mind. On the contrary, there have been 
more people to see me asking for an oppo- 
sition to the permit than before. 1 can’t 
vote for it, and, as I have said, I vote 
against it not because I am opposed to the 
stable, but because the people living near 
there are. I would love to vote for it on 
Mr. Bell’s account, if for no other reason.” 

“I’m like Mr. Inman,’’. said Mr. Miller, 
of the fourth. “I would like to vote for the 
permit, but the people who live on Luckie 
street are not disposed to have the stable 
and I can’t see my way clear to vote for 
an ordinance, resolution or petition which 
will saddle on them anything they do not 
want. I would like to see the stable go 
up, but the people are so much opposed to 
it that I can’t vote for the permit.” 


“As one of the representatives of the 


peopie of the fifth ward,” said Mr. Welch, | 


of the fifth. “I will be compelle¢d to vote 
against that permit. For myself I would 
like to see that stable built there, for I 
think it would improve that end of the 
city—my part of it, too. But the peopie 
who sent me here to represent them have 
said that they do not want the barn 
and I shall-have to vote against it.” 

“I can’t see for the life of me,” said 
Mr. Howell, with a broad smile on 
face, “why Mr: Miller, the junior mem- 
ber from the fourth, should vote against 
this permit unless I ascribe it to a feeling 
of selfishness. Mr. Miller, as we all know, 
has one of the largest and finest stables 
in the south and that stable is on Marietta 
strect, diagonally across from the one these 
gentlemen want to build. It may be that 
Mr. Miller is afraid that the new barn 
will be too much for him to contend with 
and that he is opposed to it because it 
will bring opposition to his business.”’ 

“T would like to say,’ remarked Mr. 
Miller, ‘‘that Mr. Howell does me a great 
injustice. There are no fairer or cleverer 
competitors in any line of business than 
Messrs. Stewart & Bowden, and I should 
be glad to have them down there with us. 
When Mr. Thompson: started the building 
of that stable on Marietta ctreet—a stable 
which was and is more in opposition to 
me than the one these gentlemen want--I 
did all I could for him. I would do all I 
could for these gentlemen, too, but for the 
fact that whe residents down there are 


bitterly opposed to the stable. M.r Howell | 


is wrong when he suggests that I oppose 
it beeause the new stable will be opposi- 

ticn to me in my trade.” . 

“T would like to see the gentlemen get 
the building permit for two reasons,” said 
Mr. Campbell, of the fourth. “In the first 
vlace, both Mr. Hell and Mr. Coker, who 
are seeking the building permit, and Mr. 
Stewart and Mr. Bowden, who are to be 
the lessees, are my warm personal friends. 
But there is a higher object than that 
with me. The residents down there are 
all opposed to the stable and as the stable 
is in their midst I think it my duty to 
look to the welfare ef the many rather 
than the few.” . 

The motion to reconsider was carried 
and then a motion to deny the permit was 
presented and was adopted by a vote of 
= % 5. 

Mr. Venable'’s Eligibility. 

“T have here,’’ said the city clerk, ‘“‘the 
papers in the Venable case. The first pa- 
per is the resolution of Mr. Nelms, of the 
seventh ward, aSking for the opinion of the 
city attorney as to the eligibility of Mr. 
Venable to the seat he occupies in the board 
of police commission, which was adopted. 
The other is the motion of Mr. Welch, of 
the fifth ward for a reconsideration of 
that action.”’ 

“I move,” said Mr. Howell, ‘‘that the en- 
tire matter be postponed ¢for two weeks, 
until the next regular meeting of the gen- 
eral council, when it can be finally dis-_ 
posed of.” 

‘Do you mean at the next regular meet- 
ing’ of this body?’ asked Mr. Harralson, 
of the board of aldermen, “or until there 
can be one of those greased, oiled sessions, 
‘when anything can be slipped through 
as this paper was slipped through before.” 

The smile Mr. Harralson wore as he 
asked the question was reflected by every 
one around the horse-shoe bend, even Mr. 
Howell joining in the smile, which still 
remained as he arose to say: 

“I said distinctly and pointedly until the 
next regular meeting of this body. If that 
is not plain and emphatic enough I will 
reduce it to writing for the benefit of the 
alderman from the fourth.” 

The motion to postpone all action on the 
matter prevailed. 

Mayor King sent in a letter stating that 
the exposition directors had issued invita- 
tions to President Cleveland and the mem- 
bers of his cabinet, to General Miles and 
his staff, and to others, to be present at 
the opening of the exposition. In the let- 
ter the mayor suggested that the general 
council of Atlanta should extend an. invi- 
tation to the same distinguished gentle- 
men to be present as the guests of the city 
on that occasion. . 

“I think that suggestion a mighty good 
one,’ said Mr, Howell, ‘‘and I move that 
we place the paper on record and that the 
invitations indicated be extended.”’ 

Now You Are Invited. 

*‘Now then,’’ said the clerk, “there is an 
invitation from the Atlanta Artillery to the 
mayor and the members of the general 
council to attend the Melville-Rogers Com- 
pany at DeGive’s opera house where that 
company plays for the benefit of the Ar- 
tillery.’’ ’ 

“IT move,”® said Mr. Campbell, of the 
fourth, with something like a free lunch 
counter look on his face, ‘‘that we ac- 
cept that invitation.” 

It was accepted without a 
vote. 

Now Go and See the Condactors, 

Mr. M. J. Land, one of the best-known 
conductors in the state, who is vice chair- 
man and secretary of the Order of Rail- 
way Conductog, presented the general coun- 
cil and the mayor with an invitation to 
attend the opening and other exercises of 
the convention of conductors which con- 
venes in Atlanta next week. 

Thé invitation was accepted upon a mo- 
tion by Mr. Harman, the senior member 
from the sixth ward. 

He Will Get His Pay. 

The finance committee presented Mr. G., 
T. Osborn’s bill for pay for taking the 
testimony in the Baker investigat:on before 
the special committee of the general coun- 
cil. The bill showed that Mr, Osborn had 
traced in short hand in that investigation 
108,909 words and that every word had been 
transcribed. For this he wanted the usual 
price, 10 cents per hundred words, making 
the bill $198.90. 

One report, the majority report, which 
was signed by Mr. Howell, Mr, Nelms, Mr. 
Welch of the second, Mr. Bell and Mr. 
Miller, approved the bill, while the nfinority, 
the other paper, which was signed by Mr. 
Inman. chairman of the finance committee, 
and Mr. Broyles, was adverse to the pay- 
ment of the bill. 

“I think,’’ said Mr. Inman in submitting 
the paper, “that the amount demanded for 
the work was too much. At the rate 
charged the man would make $15,000 a year 
with all ease and I’m opposed to the pay- 
ment of the bill,”’ 

“Unlike Mr. Inman,” said Mr. Howell, 
‘“T am for the payment of the bill. If this 
council appoints a committee and puts it 
to work it is the duty of this body to see 
that it is provided with the machinery suf- 
ficient to carry it out. That committee 
found it necessary to hire a stenographer 
and that stenographer did his work and is 
now entitled to his pay. He transcribed his 
work and his work was used and he should 
be paid for it, I move that the majority re- 
port, the report authorizing the payment 
of the bill, be adopted.” . 

On a call of the roll the majority report 
was adopted by a vote of 8 to 5. Those vot- 
ing against the adoption of the report were 
Messrs. Mayson, Campbell, Welch of the 
fifth, Harman and Inman. 

The majority report of the committee was 
adopted and the paper will now go to the 
board of aldermen. 

Want Two Feet of the Sidewalk. 
An ordinance was presented repealing an 
ordinance recently adopted allowing the 
merchants and others the use of the side- 
walks for the display of goods, wares, etc, 
The new ordinance restored the old privi- 
lege the merchants had, defining, however, 
what could be displayed and how it should 
be displayed. It was read and referred to 
the ordinance committee. 

That Terra Cotta Vase. 

Mr. Welch, of the second, called from the 
table of the clerk his ordinance authoriz- 
ing the city to accept a terra cotta vase to 
be placed at the old Ben Hill monument 
plant at the junction of the two Peachtrees. 
It was read again and was adopted. 

But a few minutes later the members 
from the sixth ward, who had been engaged 
in other matters, and who were not ready 
to vote for the paper, realized that it had 
been adopted and Mr. Welch asked the

éouncil to reconsider the matter and refer 
it again to the committee on public build- 
ings and grounds so that it might be given 
@ more thorough consideration by the 
members of that committee and the mem- 
bers of the general council. 

The motien to reconsider the action of the 
council and place the papers again in the 
hands of the committee, was adopted. 

He Wants a Fruit Stand. 

Mr. J. H. Nunnally, representing the 
Nunnally Company, presented a petition for 
the use of a part of the sidewalk on Broad 
street alongside his place for a fruit stand. 

“I would like,’”’ said Mr. Howell, ‘‘to vote 
for the granting of that petition, but I don’t 
see how I can do it, the law standing as it 
does. We have just adopted an ordinance 


recently prohibiting any one from using | 


the sidewalks for mart or display and this 
is in opposition or in conflict with that law. 
I understand that a claim is made that a 
portion of the sidewalk belongs to Mr. 
Grant, from whom Mr. Nunnally leases. 
Now, if that is true, I don’t see how we 
can refuse him. However, I move that the 
matter be referred to the city engineer and 
the city attorney, so that the question may 
be ascertained and deermined.” 

“If,”’ said Mr. ‘Nelms, ‘‘there is any cne 
to whom the city owes what it is and what 
it has it is to the men who do business 
and pay taxes. Now right across from the 
place Mr. Nunnally wants is a fruit stand 
which the council has authorized since the 
new law, of which Mr. Howell speaks, has 
been adopted. If that fruit stand can stay 
there by the Fitten building, I would like to 
know why Mr. Nunnally can’t open ene on 
the other side of the street by the Grant 
building ?”’ 

“IT am told,’’ said Mr. Howell, “‘that that 
one alongside the Fitten building is on tne 
property of Mr. Fitten; that that part of 
the sidewalk does not belong to the city, 
but is the property of Major Fitten.’”’ 

“And I understand,”’ replied Mr. Nelms, 
“that parts of the sidewalk alongside the 
Grant building belong to Mr. Grant,. and 
that is the part on which Mr. Nunnally 
wants to place his mart.’’ 

‘So l have heard,’’ said Mr. Howell, ‘‘and 
for that reason I made the motion for the 
city attorney and the city engineer to tuke 
the matter in hand and see.”’ 

The motion to refer was adopted. 

Will Close the Streets. 

Elsas, May & Co. asked permission to 
close Factory street for the space of six 
months, so they might add to their build- 
ings in the eastern end of the city. The 
petition showed that a sidetrack would be 
run into the place and that the street could 
not be kept open and allow the improve- 
ments contemplated to go on. The petition 
Was granted. 

The Appropriation to the Military. 

Mr. Howell presented a resolution direct- 
ing the city comptroller to draw a Warrant 
for $10 in favor of the Gate City Guard 
that being the amount due the company 
out of the appgopriation to the military 
for the months of January, Tebruary, 
March and April. The appropriation beiug 
at the rate of $25 a month to each of the 
companies. 

“I am opposed to that resolution,” said 
Mr. Miller. “‘That question has been be- 
fore the city council and before the 
committee on military. That committee 
has agreed to set aside $25 a month tcr the 
Guard until the goverrmor” shall decide 
whether or not that company is a part of 
the military of the State. ii the governor 
so decides, then the Gate City Guard shall 
have its money. Otherwise, 1 shall @') pose 
it. I don’t think it is a part of, the state 
military, and for that reason 1 cannot vote 
for the resolution.’’ 

“T would like to ask Mr. Miller,’’ said Mr, 
Howell, “if the city of Atsanta can vote 
money to state troops? That is what he is 
doing when he says that the Gate City 
Guard is not entitled to any of this 1 oney, 
becuuse it is not a state troop vompany,’ 

Mr. Miller said be did not know what the 
legul status of the question was. 

Mr. Inman declared that _ne .noney Was 
in the hands @t the military committee— 
$2,440-—-and thought that that committee 
ouxht to divide it, He was of the opinion 
that the Guard was entitled to its share 
of the appropriation. 

Mr. Harman moved 
referred to the committee on finance and 
military, and it was done by a vote cf ten 
to nine, a tie being broken by Mr. Lroyles, 
who was called upon to vote, tine vote hav- 
ing been nine to nine. 

Defining City Officers Places. 

Mr. Howell presented an ordinance ci Jling 
for a regulation the manner in which 
citizens snall hold office. It .ead: 

“An ordinance regulating the holding of 
office Under the Municipat government oi 
tne city of Atlanta, by Alderman Howell: 

“Section 1. Be it ordered py the mayor 
and general council of the c.ty of Atianta, 
That from and after the passage of tnis 
ordinance it shall be unlawtul for any per- 
son holding a position of trust, honor or 
either by election or appoint- 
ment in the federal, state or cuunty guv- 
ernments, to occupy or hold the position 
of mayor, alderman,’or councilman of tne 
city ot Atlanta, or any other otlice of trust, 
honor or emolument, in said city govern- 
ment, whether said office be by election or 
appointment, during the time he holds 
said tederal, state or county office. 

“Sec, yv. Ke it further ordained, That 
neither the mayor, aldermen or council- 
men or any other officer of sald city, wno 
by virtue of election by the people, or ap- 
pointment by the mayor, or general coun- 
cil, or by its authority holds saia office, 
shall be eligible to hold amy other office of 
trust, honor or emolument, in said gov- 
ernment, nor shall they or any other per- 
son holding office, under said city govern. 
ment be eligible to election or appoint- 
ment to any other office during the time 
for which they were elected or appointed, 
unless they resign said office prior to 
their candidacy or nomination for any oth- 
er office or position in said city govern- 
ment; nor shall they or any other person 
be eligible to membership on more thin 
one of the boards of said city at the same 
time; nor shall any member of said general 
council be a member of any board of sid 
city government otherwise than is pro- 
vided for in the charter of said city. This 
provision not to apply to any member of 
the general council whd may be a cindi- 
date for mayor, alderman or councilman at 
the expiration of their term of office, as 
provided for by the charter.

MEETS) IN ATLANTA NEXT WEEK 


It Will Bring to Atlanta Prominent Epis- 
copalians from A!l Parts o! the State. 
Bishop Nelson To Preside. 


The seventy-third annual convention 
of the diocese of Georgia, composed of the 
clergy and delegates from the parishes and 
missions of the Protestant Episcopal 
church, within the limits of the state of 
Georgia, witil assembie in the cathedral,:on 
the corner of Hunter and Washington 
streets, in this city, one week from tomor- 
row. 

The convention, with affiliated societies— 
the Woman’s Auxillary of Missions and the 
Brotherhood of St, Andrew—will probably 
include 150 people or more from all parts 
of the state. 

Bishop Nelson will, by virtue of his office, 
preside over the deliberations and discus- 
sions of the various topics of interest. Rev. 
T. F. Reese, of Macon, is the secretary of 
this body, and Mr, William K. Miller, of 
Augusta, the treasurer, Reports will be 
presented by the archdeacons and other 
clergy and officers of the conditions of 
parishes and missions, and the bishop will 
make an address suggesting subjects im- 
portant to be considered and acted upon, 
Church advance during the past few years 
has been such as to afford great encourage- 


ment, and the large missionary field in the 


state will occupy much consideration. 
Ready for the Convention. 

The following heads of committees have 
been appointed and are at work to com- 
plete the arrangements for the two or three 
days over which the convention will last, 
and to provide hospitality for the visitors: 

Captain W. A. Hansell, chairman of com- 
mittee on hospitaltty for the clerical and 
lay delegates, assisted by Major Thomas EL. 
Walker, ex-Governor R. B, Bullock, Colonel 
Cc. W. Seidell and Messrs. Burton Smith and 
R. C. DeSaussare; Mrs. Nellie B, Black, 
head of committee on entertainment of the 
members of the Woman’s Auxillary; Mr. 
A. McC, Nixon, chairman of committee 
on arrangements for the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew. 

The opening service on Wednesday, the 
15th, at 10 o’clock, will probably be an ime- 
posing occasion as the whole body of 
clergy vested will enter the church together, 
and the music will be rendered by the 
combined choirs of the cathedral and St, 
Luke’s church. 

Former Gatherings Here. 

Former conventions have been held in 
Atlanta as below: 

In 1862, in St, Philip’s church; 1875, in St. 
Philip’s church; 1884, in St. Philip's church, 
and 1889, in St, LukKe’s, then the cathedral 
church, Since the first of these dates, thir- 
ty-three years ago, the Episcopal church 
in Atlanta has grown from eighty-seven 
communicants to 1,300, and from the weak 
mission of that day to two large churches, 
four smaller churches and eight missions. 
The communicants in the diocese have in- 
creased from 2,300 in 1862, to over 7,900 in 
18%, of whom more than 2.000 have been 
added by confirmation in the past three 
years and a half, and in the same brief 
period fifteen new churches have been 
built and equipped in different parts of the 
State, most of them in places where hither- 
to the Episcopal church has been unknown, 

The hospitality of Atlanta on the occasion 
of this meeting will doubtless be as cordial 
and generous as is customary in the capi- 
tal city. 

Among the Delegates. 

Among the well-known citizens of the 
state there will be present to represent 
their respective parishes, Judge Montgom- 
ery and Colonel Frank H. Miller, of Au- 
gusta; C. C. Kibbee, of Macon; Edward 38. 
Elliott, of Savannah; Judge George CC, Day, 
of Columbus; Colonel Z, D. Harrison and 
Hon. R. B. Bullock, of Atlanta, besides 
many others who have friends and connec- 
tions in this city. 

Dean Knight, of the cathedral, will have 
the oversight of the services during the 
convention, and the Rey. Charles H. Strong, 
of Savannah, will, by the bishop’s appoint- 
ment, deliver the opening sermon on the 
first day.

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The People of Andersonville Fear There 
May Be Trouble Decoration Day. 


THE SCENES OF LAST YEAR REGALLEL 


The Town Overrun with Drunken Ne- 
groes— The Governor Thinks the 
County Officials Can Handle It. 


The 30th of May, 1894, at Andersonvilk 
was a day that is remembered in that com- 
munity. There were riotous times in anc 
about the town and the good people 0. 
Sumter want no more of it. 

A petition or communication from th 
town and county officials: received by th 
governor explains the situation. 

The officials recall the riot of last Decora 
tion Day and ask that, in order to preven 
its repetition, the governor order out s5ucl. 
of the state troops as may be deemed nec- 
essary to preserve the peace, 

The Application from Andersonville. 


‘The petition of B. L. Joiner shows unto 
poe 
your excellency the following facts: That 
he is the mayor of the town of Anderson- 
ville, an incorporated town in the state 0: 
Georgia. ‘That he has reasonable cCaust 
to apprehend the outbreak of a riot, tumult, 
mob or combination to oppose the enforce 
ment of the law, by force or violence, with 
in the inccrporate limits of the town of An 
dersonvilie, in Sumter county, said state 
on May 30, 1895, which cannot be effectuall) 
prevented by the ordinary posses commita 
tus and peace ofiicers., 

“That said May 30, 1895, is federal memo- 
rial day, and there is situated about a mil¢ 
from Andersonville a national cemetery, 
which is not within the incorporated limit: 
of said town, and on said day there assem- 
bles within said town a large number 0} 
co.ored people, trom ecight to ten thousand, 
who assemble there on that day, not in 4 
spirit consistent with the occasion, but for 4 
frolic and disorder, most of the crowd re 
maining all the while within the incorpo- 
rate limits of the town and not at the cem- 
etery. A good deal of whisky is brought 
here by them (the town of Andersonville be- 
ing a dry town) -and after getting under the 
influence of same, disorder and _ violenct 
reign, and the town authorities are not sul 
ficient to stop the same. 

“On last Memorial Day, 30th of May 
1894, a disturbance was created and the 
town Officials endeavored to arrest the per 
petrators, whereupon the crowd of severa 
hundred negroes, became an enraged mob, 
and openly and in defiance of law, by force 
took the offenders away from the town mar- 
shal and inflicted an almost deadly wound 
upon the marshal, shooting him in the 
stomach, and for a long time it was thought 
he would die, and is now injured for life. 
The town authorities are unable to get a 
marshal to serve on that day, and are pow- 
eriess, 

“Your petitioner has heard that numerous 
threats have been made by various negroes 
of what they intended to dog on the 30th of 
May, that whatever they did they could not 
be arrested, as the officers were powerless, 
and they could break the law with impu- 
nity, 

“Petitioner shows that there are very 
few male citizens in said town of Anderson- 
ville, and all combined are not sufficient to 
ewforce the law. That the citizens look for- 
ward with dread to the approach of the 
30th of May, feeling that their lives and 
property are in danger unless protection is 
given, That the women and children are 
very much alarmed, and ask protection 
from threatened violence. 

“Petitioner, in view of these facts, re- 
questS your excellency to order out such 
portion of the volunteer forces of the state 
as may be necessary to enforce the laws 
and preserve the peace on that dav.

Knowlton. the Chicago Crook, Made the 
Trip South with a Female Sharper. 


NOW HE GOES BACK WITH A DETECTIVE 


The Officer Says That the Youcg Man Is 
Badly Wanted, but Kuowlton Says 
He Is Innocent of Ali Charges. 


Cornick, the Chicago detective, and 
Knowlton, the Chicago crook, got out from 
Atlanta last night at 8 o'clock. 

The detective says the crook has a record 
that threatens to send him to the peniten- 
tiary for a long term, The crook tells the 
detective he is a “blasted liar,’’ and that 
he will find upon his return home that he 
has made the trip for nothing. 


The case has taken an interesting turn, 


however, not so much as to the crookedness 
of Knowlton as it has to a fair-haired com- 
panion who came south with him and who 
is also wanted by the Chicago authorities, 
Since the arrival of Cornick, he has 
found that Knowlton left the north with a 
dizzy blonde, who was a shoplifter of note. 
It is said that she is a remarkably hand- 
some woman and has an appearance that 
would deceive the most experienced. When 


“the first telegram was rece!vd at police 


headquarters concerning Knowlton, it men- 
tioned the fact that he was in company 
with a woman also wanted, but the detec- 
tives after the arrest of the young man 
could get no trace of her, and at the house 
where he stopped it was denied that there 
had ever been a woman of such description 
there. 

The officer from Chicago says, however, 
that he has positive information that the 
woman came here and the local detectives 
will make an effort to locate her. 

How Knowlton Worked. 

Cornick, who is an astute officer with a 
red head and a large nose, says that he can 


name seventy-five cases of a similar char-- 


acter which could be brought out agains* 
the young man under his charge. 

‘‘He had the furnished room plan,”’ said 
Cornick. ‘‘You see, it was this way. The 
guy would go to a hotel, dress up nicely, 
take an empty satchel along with him and 
ask for a nice room, Then he would get on 
to the lay of the house and when all was 
fixed get off with a good load of goods. 
That was his style. 

“Now, he’s wanted on another charge. 
You see it was this way, He went down 
the street one night, Indiana avenue, l 
think it was, There was a man coming on. 
The duck didn’t do a thing but pull out his 
gun and call for what he had. He got away 
with a pocketbook that had a big roll of 
bills in it. That’s what. I have an indict- 
ment against him for highway robbery, 
and a bad case it is, too,”’ 

The detective gives a long account of the 
crooked work of the window dresser. 

‘Hope I can get that woman who came 
with him,’’ he added. 

“I’ve had the boy before, you know, I! 
was the officer that caught h:m when he 
went up before. He went to a hotel, got 
a sealskin cloak, soaked it for $50 and took 
in the town. I got him next day and he 
went up for a year, Knowlton ain't no 
angel.’’ 

“I could swear a thousand times,”’ says 
Knowlton, “‘that I am not guilty of these 
charges which the detective has brought 
against me, I am going back and prove it.”
